The Ifland Formoſa lies almoſt direQly under the Tropic of Cancer, 
WW nombril or Center being exa@ly 23 degr.

In our Courſe through the e £zeax Sea we touched at; Parus , Leyo , Arrival 
Enbroa , Pſjra , and viſited Metellino,whereT had been the year before, ting 
and was tranſported thence to the Venetian Armada , 1n a Candi: Mytilege 
Tartan , making by the way a good. booty , as you will find more 
amply related in Pag. 76 & = 9. but now I found better opportunity 
and leiſure to take notice © y 6 Iland than before. Hezellno lies in 
48 degr. near the main Continent of Greece , and from the neareſt 
point hardly 3 E-glish leagues diſtant. The City which alſo bears the 
ſame name, 1s ſituated on the North-weſt fide of the Iſland , fortified 
with a Caſtle that commands 2 Havens, and 1s called Moliya. | 

There are beſides this ſeveral ſtrong Holds and fortified Places 
throughout the whole Ifland. - The South-and North-ſides are 
Champain Land; but the Eaſt and Weſt for the moſt part hilly and 
mofitanous , affoarding rich Quarries of white and black Marhle.; 
and about the Center of the Land it is woody , and moſtly "wi 
overwith Cypres Trees.

After we had done our affairs at Aytilene we went for great Scjo but 
being by the way warned of ſome Fithermen , that the Turks bad lan- 
dedagreat number of Soldierythere, weſaiFd paſt the Ifland , and 
put in at F. Giorgio di Scyro which 1s a {mall Ifland lying in 47 degr, 
23 min; being almoſt of a triangular form ,. where the Inhabitants 
follow the Vineyard. Leaving Scyro , we fail'd dire&ly for Delos, 
which now for the moſt part goes by the name of g4i/ly and lies in the 
latitude of 4.7 degr. The Ifland isat preſentofno great note: only that 
itis viſited by the curious in Antiquities, Here we found many Ruins 
of Temples , and Altars ,* facred'to Heatheniſh Deities , and the 
Image of Apollo , which is intwopieces, whereof (as the Greeks told 
us ) the Exglish faw'goffthe Head, and carried it away. But ſo much 
1 ve drawn ,as may be ſeen in the Print. There 
appear yet thegKuinsof 3 Teniples more, .to wit, of Apollo, Minerva 
and Dzana, belides ſeveral pieces of Marble and Alabaſtre, in various 
figures of Animals, as Lions, Leopards, andthelike. Here are alfo 
many Quarries of a rich ſort-of Marble., and various kinds of Ala 
baſtre. Proviſion may be had at very.caſy rates , Hares and Coneys 
are for their plenty held in diſefteem by the Inhabitants.

fv I ha Unagrd'y made choice of , to the great 
riends and Alliance: I therefore

purpoſed witha new Reſolution to follow my ho- 
neſt Vocation at home , and enjoy that Tranquility of Bady and 
Mind, which I then preferred in my Thoughts beyonda reſtleſs and 
diſquiet Wandring abroad. Purſuanttothis my Intention I married 
after I had been about 6 Moneths at home, and ſo continued in that 
ſtate, for the term of 10 years during which time ]- found but Poor 
advancement in my Fortune , and mean Produgs of ſo many years 
hard labour and toll ; ſo that I reſolved to take the very firſt OPPor- 
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The Voyages of lohn Struys. ' Vor. III. 
tunity I met with to ſee what was reſerved for me in the Cabipet of 
Chance abroad. - and , ; 

Infthe year 1668 , I came to underſtand that ſome Gentlemen were 
ſent from the Czar of Moſcovy to Amſterdam, to take on men into the 
ſervice-of the Emperour , forequipping ſome Ships in the Caſprai Sea, 
and ſoto promote the Trade between Aoſcovie and Perſia , by Ship- 
ping of his own , which otherwiſe till then was done by Perſians, 
Tertarsand other Nations, and that moſtly by Land , from whence 
aroſe many Difficulties by Robberies and the like. The Conditions 
upon which they weretaken on liked me very well , upon which I 
applied my ſelf to Mr. David Butler who was to be our Leader, and 
tocondutt us to Moſcovis: After I had treated with him a litle upon 
what Terms I did defireto go; we made an Agreement for 75 vitders 
per Moneth, for which I was to ferveasSaik-maker, and to make u 
all the Sail-work for a new Ship and a Yacht , which was newl buite 
in Ryfie. The Fore-maſt Men had 50 gilders per Moneth allow'd them,; 
their Boardwagesincluded , which was 15 gilders.. | |

Mzyſcovia. Having furniſhed our Telves with Proviſion and things 
neceſſary for the Journey , we imbarqued our ſelves in the'Ship 


Ibrahams Offerhande > which then lay at 4Amferdam and was 
bound tor Riz, being 15 in por | | 
Onthe 2 of Seprember 1668 we ſail'd through the Pampays, and'on 
the 3 towards the Evening came betore Enchuyſen, where we putin and 
Shipped 50 Tun of Herring. | 
6 h the 4 we ſet ſail again and got the Texel, where we tarried 8 days 
fora good Wind: and on the 13 the Wind blowing fair all the Ships 
outward bound which were about 5 © fail ; began to weigh , and we 
reſpeCtivly to take our leave of Wives and Family, for 5 years : but | 
before we got clear ofthe Land, the Wind turned , ſo that we were . 
:fainto traverſe and wind all we'could to get out , in the mean time 
camea Ship belonging to Ter Schelling with a full drift againſt us, 
and ran her Bow-ſpreet through our main. Sail , which was with 
ſuch force that herent our ſail , and broke his Spreet-fail yard , info- . 
much that we were both fain to put into Ter Schelling , to repair and 
fit our ſelves out again. 

' *ntthe 20 being cleaf we ſer faylthe ſecond time , and had a freſhs 
gale at South and by Weſt , which held, favourably , ſo long till we 
arriveUet Riga: but when we entred the Baltic Sea, it blew ſo hard that 
our Mizzen fail wasall reat and unfit for uſe ; whereupon the Maſter 
ſet me to work to repair the defeRts. | | 

Oa the 1 of 0obey we got the Bolders , which is the Haven or _,wou 
Riverof Rige, where we dropt Anchor. Immediately upon ourarrival « Belde- 
came the Searchers to viſit the Ship, and amongſtother Goods found "* ' 

a Parcel of contra-band Wares, and took it aſhoar with them, bur 

the Maſter told them thar it was thrown in by chance , and pray'd 

them to beſo kind as toleave it aboard , which , after he had daubed 

thein a litle zn the fiſt,they did. The next day being under ſail, we were 
becalm'd., and fain to caſt anchor half way up the River. | 

On the 3 ditto wecame up to the Kay of Rige, where being arrived, wa 

the Maſter refuſed to pay me the moneys, he agreed with me for , to Riga. 
make up his fail , which was 10 Rix-dollars ; but on the contrary, 
gave me very ill Language , and told me if Thad any pretence upon

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sr, . himthe Law was open , and Judges appointed for the deciſion of 
© 36%, ſuch controverſies. This great ingratitude , made me to takea courſe 
I never intended , which was tofehd him ſummons to appear in the 
Town hall; where uponaſecondcitation , he made his-appearence, 

and was condemned:to pay the money , «n'preſence of the Court. 
Riga is an eminent Emporiumlying within the Prinſdom of Lichva- 
zia,and ſeated in a Champain hnd:;, on the north-eaſt ſide of the great 
River Duns. It is fortified with Walls , Bulwarks , and Ditches 6r 
Motes , populous and full of Trade, being as it were the Magazin 
to ſupply the whole Countrey above, with all kinds of. Wares and 
Commodities, and is alſo a, great Thorow-fare. By Winter they 
1's Comp. Teceive Goods over Land in Sledges and Waggons from Moſcovia 
merce Which 1s tranſmitted abroad ; and by Summer from England , Ger- 
Ay many , Holland, and other Places, by Shipping , which are ſent that 
Lend. way again with the Moſcovian Waggons and Sledges. The Countrey 
about Rizaaffoards good plenty of all kinds of Proviſion , as Kine, 
: Sheep, Goats, beſides 3 forts of Deer., the Sea and Rivers affoard 
good ſtore of Fiſh, agd the Boors; beſides their diligence in breeding 
up of Cattel , ſupply other Countreys with Corn , of all forts , and 
LaCtuaries: ſo that 1t is cheap living at or near Riga. This City way 
_Fformerly within the Juriſdiction of the Kings of Poland; but was taken 
in by Guſtavus Adolphus , King of $##den, upan the 16 of September 
1621, afteralong and hard Rege, and isat this day in ſubjection to 

that Crown. 


Pepern- Onthe1o ditto , weleft Riga, and withour compleat Company 
— og and Baggageimployed 30. Waggons to bring us to Plersko : and took 

1. , yp our frſt nights Lodging at Nyijcw-meulen., being a Village where all 
Nieu--\'the Waggons and Horſes are ſet over a River with great Logs of 
Mculen. 'T'imber faſtned together , that float above the Water. 

Onthe 11 we proceeded again on our Journey and broke two of 
our Waggon- wheels, which the Waggoners repaired., and ſo we pro- 
ceeded on our Journey. At night we came into an Inn which was fo 
meanly provided for Bedding that we were fain to lay all night in the 
Waggons. The next day we travelled through a great Wood , in the 
middeſt whereof was a broad Marſh, that coſt us ſome Hours to go 
over. W.hen we were through the Wood, we-paſled through ſeveral 
little Villages ,the Inhabitants whereof were a miſerable ſilly People,

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hardly able to dfaw one legafter theorher.” T he Women have onlyan/\7. E 
old Rag , likea Plad-,, thrown about their bodies , hardly ſufficient-TheLife- 
to-hide their nakedneſs , except a litle below therr ears ,- to let the _ 
World know , . they-have hair as well as other People; ſo that they perties, 
look likefo many Gypſies newly come from the famous Peak of Darby. m_ 
Asfottheir Houfes they are but one degree beneath a Hop-ſty and pom. 
thoſe as full of Utenſils , as a Knave is fall of Honeſty, All that ever 
I could ſee was an earthen Pan or two, and thoſe ſo'clean , that I had 
rather faſt a week than eat any thing;that has come out of them. Great 
Fenty of Cattel they have, and ſuchas have three trmes as many feet 
as they themſelves. As; for Beds they have none but fuch as their 
Oxen ly upon , for when they have ſtuffed their Gutts , they ly 
down upon the floor one after another , asthe Nap takes them. Their 
Diet is ſuitable to all things elſe they have , for although they might 
have Veniſon for knocking on the Head ,' the Creature may live till 
Doomiſ-day before they-will take thepains tolifta hand to kill ir,unleſs 
it be-a fouſe , which fometimes- they cruſh to death for change of 
Diet. As for their Bread it is not nguch unlike our New-caftle Coal for k 
colour,but how it is of Taft I know no more than theMan in the Moon, 
for neither my Appetite nor Curioſity could move meto it , Cab- 
bage they have ingreat abundance, whichis ofa Taſt like Sorrel , but 
cloſe and white hke ours, That and Cucumbers are the main ingre- 
dients whereof theſe People feem to be compounded , but more 
eſpecially the latter , for Cugnber attends them fromthe Womb to the 
Tomb ; being held in perpetual Slavery by their Lords: They are 
conformable to no Laws, unlefs what they are forced to obſerve by a 
ftrictaw , which their Lords impoſe upon them , and injoyn'them to: 
They are by nature obtuſe and dull , inclined to N ecromancy and 
Sorcery , but-in the performance of an Exorciſm, -fo palpably ri- 
diculous , that I wonder how they have obtained that repute they have 
ann pete roy thoſe, who ought to be: wiſer than to beleeve 

fuchigroundlefs Fiftions: They have no' manner of Schools wherein 
to educate their Children , that ever I could ſee'or hear of : neither 
Churches orother Houſes for Religious uſe ; ſo that they are brought 
up in the greateſt Blindneſs and obſcurity that may be. Some of them, 
'tis true willneeds be called Chriſtians, - but thoſe are they that have 
travelledas far as Riga, ' whichthey think is the Head-of the World, 
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et are thoſe ſo ſtupid, 252 Lifelend Gentleman told me, that they have 
carn'd Catechiſm enough, if they can but know the Church from a 


Dwelling houſe, ortopull of their Caps when they ſee a man with 
a ſhoulder knot paſs by.;: Yet they are flexible enough- to. Idolatry 


'by Nature, and withall ſuperſtitious. - In our going through the 


oods we ſaw a:great Troop of them buſy about Conjuring, of a 
Tree, which they had tied with a Garland of twigs, creeping round 
aboutitand 'making a great Howling z butſo foon as they ſaw us, 
took them to their Heels and away. By the Forms and Tenures of the 
Curſes and Conjuration they ſeem to be ſenſible of a Future ſtate and 
ſometimes ( by I know not what Tokens ): preſage Death: ;| and the 
Soul of any that has beena diſturber of the Public Quiet they deliver 


up tothe Devil. They have a formal Oath, that op take upondivers 


Occaſions which is thus , The Party cuts up a Turfor Sod-of Earth, 
this beſets upon his Head and takes his ſtick into his Hand 5 Wiſhing 


iffuch, or ſucha Matter, begotſo, and ſo, that They with their _ 


Cattel may be conſumed with Fire. They have beſides this ', other 


ſuperſtitious Cuſtomes , to which they are ſo any inclined by 


nature that they will not be better crvilized , or if they appen to'ſhow 
themſelves willing , and learn a litle Urbanity it muſt be only for 
lucres ſake, and they promiſed ſomething to boot to remember it, 
which if you. forget to perform, they will forget to obſerve your 
Document, In ſhort they are but one remove from Bruits ,- and fo 
ignorant , that the moſt part of them thinks there is no other Land in 
the World beſides their own. | - 
Two days long we went through the Woods and found it fo ſoft 
wn Marſhy'that we could hardly bring our Waggons through in 
ſatety. |

On the _ arrived at YYolmer where we met many Hoſet » Wag- 
in 


Pons , and Boors going to market with Corn andother Things. One 
of our Company growing weary of his Journey thought togo away in 
this Throng , but the Captain being informed of his Deſign,watched 
him ſo narrowly , that he could not meet with an Opportunity to 
march off. | 

VFolmar , is a litle , but a well-fortified Town, munited with a ſtone- 
Wall andadeep Ditch , but without Water. The Market in regard 
of the Poverty of the Countrey is very conſiderable, and is held twice

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a week. This City as appears yet bythe Ruins of it , has been for- —_ 
merly much greater than it is at this day , but with all the Countrey m—_ 
round about has been often depopulated by the Polish and Ruſftar

Armies. -It is about 18 leagues from Figs | 
Oa the 15 by break of Day , we ſet forward on our Journey , paſling 
through a Champain Countrey , and many ſmall Towns and Ham- 
lets. By the way we obſerved that the Boors had burn't up great 
Woads , and converted them into Paſturage and arable. Ground. 
Afﬀcerwards we went through a large Wilderneſs ,- where we could. 
not ſee the Sun, by reaſongt the denſity of the Trees , yet the way. . 
was full of Mires , and plaſhy. About 7 in the Evening we came to 
our ſtage, where we were to ſtay overnight. The next morning we 


| broke our faſt,yoked the Horſes, and fet forward; paſſing over a huge 


River which had only a Bridge there where we were to paſs over, and 
no whereelſe within 20 leagnes above or below : but the Bridge being 
old and ſeemingly rotten, we durſt not go over all together, - but one 
by one. When we were got over, Evening came on, and the Sky 

to, grow gloomy , after which followed a very great Tempeſt that 
the River ſwell'd over the Banks and overflow'd all the flat Lands, 
which we ſeeing ſo ſuddenly happen , left the common-Road-; for: 
that our Land Pilot told us , thatthe High way'was ſubje& to ſuch 
Floods with an extraordinary Inundation: After two Hours Stor- 
ming , the Weather began toclearand the. Pilot aſſured us we were 


not far from the Town where we were to take our nights reſt , -and.ſo 


it happened , for juſt as he was ſpeaking of it we ſaw Light, through 
the Trees , which mightily revived us for we were extreme cold and 
weary. The next morning weſet forward for P;ixfiore-,. and had very 
good Weather , but came ſhort of the Town that night, infomuch 
that we were fain toly all night in'the Woods', where we gathered 
all the Windfalls we could find and laid them on a heap, and with dry 


Sticks made a huge Fire , which ferved notonly towarm our ſelves at, 


but likewiſe to aftright the Bears and Wolves away , whichiare very 
bold and cruelin theſe Parts , as alfo the Muskettos , which ſwarm 
here by Mullions, and annoy both Man and Beaſt , after an incredible 
rate.

N the 30"* of Otgber 1678 wearrived at Pitfiors ,, Whichlies on 
' the Confines of Ria, and.under the, Protection of that Empe- 
rour: It-is ſeated ina fair and pleaſant Countrey, attoarding all things 


neceſſary tothe ſuſtenance of human Bodies: "Tis true Prſtora- 18. no 


morethana Village, yet for wealthy Inhabitants, Commerce. abroad 
and Advancement of ManufaCturie , ſurpaſles any City 1n all that 
part of the Countrey. - In paſſing through the Town we ſaw many 
rich Mercersand Drapers Shops; the Markets ſtored withall forts of 
Proviſion, as Corn, Butter , Cheeſeand Fruits, witha, yery noble 
Butchery or Fleſh-ſhambles., and the ftreets crouding with People 
fromall Parts.: Soſ6o0n as we werearrived , there came ſeveral Jewel- 
ers.. who asked if we had any Pearls , or other Jewels to {ell 'or 
barter. -/ hire 466 | >, + 
Having refreſhed our ſelves at Pizſora; we left the Town the next 
day about 10in the Morning , andabout noon entred a large Wood 
where we found great ſtore of Hurtles or Bilberies , that were far 
greaterand bettertaſted then any:I have known elſe where ; which 
moved me to falla plucking of them; but going a.litle. way into the 
Wood, and making a ruſhing through the Thickets, up ſtarts a. huge 
Bear, which ſoaftrighted me that 1 had hardly power to run from 
him ; however it ſeem'd that he was as fearfull of me as Iofhim, for 


when I ran Eaſt he ran Weſt, and glad I was to ſee his. Bear-ſhip turn - 


tails with me. This was, the only Bear that. ever I had ſeen in 
Lifeland,. or all the way from Rigahither , but the Boors often warned 


us to take careof our ſelves, ſaying that , ſometimes both Men and 
 Cattel are devoured with thoſe cruel and ravenous Beaſts. - 


On that Evening wearrived at Plezskou where we had Lodgings and 
all necefſaries provided us;and on the 22 payd our Waggoners who 
returaed for Riz. | Pletskou,

wall, the reſt with huge Balks like Pallizados, and computed abon., 
8 Enzlich | miles in compaſs.

us with Horſes , Wagons, Bedding , and defray our other Char- 
ges. On the 28 towards night came an Expreſs from o/cou , and the 
nextday we ſer forward, intending firſt for Nowgorod. This part of 
our Journey was much more eafy and _— than that through 
Lifelend, which was altogether and/Marſhy , this on the con-: 
trary , tahabited and tilfd. | [ 

- Oathe 31h wecameatt Lake before Nevogered ,, where we 


. keft the Sledges and wereferch'd overina kind of a Cymb , or Boat: 


which is made of ahollow tree, and by them called Knoos ; of theft:

Sledges, and brouphtafter us into the Town. 

In'paſfing through the Town we found the Suburbs far greater 
than the Ciry it folf, whichas appears by the Ruins of the Walls , has. 
been formerly a well fortified Place. In times paſt it was neither ſubje&- 
to the Ruflen, Swede, nor Pelander , but had a Prince , who coined. 
Money and ruled as abfolute Soveraign, with. an: independent and' 
arbitrary Power, Yea, to fo high a ftate was itonceadvanced. , that 


- it wasgrowntoa Provetb., G0:D- and orod , Who is able 16-with- 
fard. Their Puiſfance EFneed not difpute , ftince-ir is well known to. 
thoſe that are acquainted with what Sway. the Princes of 


Nevegorod have born , and whatanamethis Ciry has had abroad for- 
her Wealthy Merchanes' and great - commerce: with. other Places. 
About the year 14.77 it was befi and ftorm'd. by ives Yaſilowity ,. 
Great Duke of 4/2ſcovis, 'who took away all the Priviledges and Im- 
munities of the Citizens : fince which time thezr Wealth and Traffic 
began to decline and decay. However by reaſon of it's commodious 
Situation , it retains the footſteps of its former Trade ,and is _

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cially frequented b Swedes , Danes , Hamburgers and ckers , who v—_ 
pr = the River Nerve , with their ſmall ShipFing. The chief —_ 
Commodities they deal in, are Wheat , Ry , Lin-and Rapeleed, 
Furrs., Hemp and Flax.” The Countrey is bleſſed with a good Soil, 
and produces ſufficiently enough of what is requiſite to human ſuſte- 
nance, whichis here very cheap. Thus 1s reckoned the beſt place mn 
all Moſcovia for Rauver-fiſh, ef ially Pikes and Perch, Salmon th 
have in greatabundance , ueallo. Carp, Bream , and Sturgeon, wit 
other kinds not commonly found in the Low-Countreys.

On-the oneſide isa ftrong Caſtle with a high ſtone-wall, 
whichas then was the Reſiding place of the Primateor Arch-biſhop of 
the Weſt-Provitice, and ſome other Temporal Lords. The greateſt 
Decorum and Ornament of this City is the Pomp and ſtatelineſs of 
the Churches and ſome Public Edifices , as at Plerskex, but the Houſes 
and Private Dwellings of the Inhabitants without any Ordet or 
neatneſs of Strudture. Between the Caſtle and the Town 1s a long 
wooden .Bridge where the beforengmcd [vau Baſelowite , 2 great 
Tyrant, threw in ſome Thouſands of the Inhabitants.

haying freſh Horſes provided us , and fo entred a great Wood,.

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way through the Woods where we were affail'd by two Rufisns a foot, 
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-. where we faw great ſwarms of Squirrels fly from Tree to Tree ; as 


alſoabundanceof Pheaſants and Partridges, which the Peaſants take 
and fell for a mean price. About the Evening we eame to 7Yuidra Pusk, 
where we remained that night , but could not get any Lodging fit 
to'entertain us cither for Houſ-room or Vittuals , this being yet a 

oorer Village than that of Miedne. At this ie paged a Guirrel 
borwocet one ofour Company and a Rf , the firſt having taken-the 
others Ax , forthatthe Ruff had ftoleſom Tobacco from him : which 
being made known to the Gompany, they ſtruck and miſuſed the poor 
Ruſs, after an unſufferable manner , which Capt. Butler refented very 
ill, not willing to give the Ruſdavs any diſguſt.

On the 23 by break of Day , we fet out and entred another thick 
Wood. Here they ſhowd us fom Graves where they told us, 8 Dutch 
Merchants were buried , who had been murthered by Robbers. | 
When we were got thro the Wood we went over a fair Paſtare- . 
ground, and faw divers Boots Houfes by the Way-ſide. In the Eve- 
_—_— arrived at Torffock , which we found to be but a fmall , yet 
well-built City, althongh it appeared greater, from the Number of 
Towers which we ſaw, when at adiſtance, having above 3o Churches 
and Chappels within the Walls. Here we unloaded our Sledgewand 
left them, putting our Goodsaboard ſome ſmall Shipping that was 
provided for us , and fayled down the River to Troer7ke Micdna where 
we took in ſomneceſſary Proviſions. That night pretty late we came 
to T weer which is Seated upon the River YYolgs , which River with 
many windings and turnings runs to ſeek the Caſpian Sea , into which 
its diſgorges its (elf. 7 weer is ſomething greater than Tor/tock and is 
built on the ſide of a Hill from whence it has it's name. Here is alſo 
che Place whete the Riverof Torfock incorporates with the Walgs ma- 
king a greatand loud noiſe where the Floods are hurried in together. 
This City like Terffock makes a greater Show abroad than, it does 
within; being neither well built nor atall fortified , ſave only with a 
Wall of Wood and 2 or 3 Braſs Cannon on the Land fide.

Throat, that we had much ado to get him.off : the ather ſeeing his. - 
Mate ſo hard put to it,ran away as faft as. he could, but the Dog being 
looſe flew after him , and tore off his left ear ; and had we not done 
our indeavour to take him off, had renthim all to pieces.

Our 
Landlady had ſolittle.ſatisfattion tn the Gueſts that were appointed 
to have quarters with her , that ſhe addreſſed herſelf to. Court ; to 


deſire that we might be brought ſbme where elſe, but inſtead of ob- 


taining her Requeſt , was ſent home with a hundred ſtrokes on the 
Ribs for her pains. When ſhe came.in, ſhe ran into a back-room, where 
was the Image of Sr. Nzcholas painted upon a Plank , and falling down 
proſtrate before it , ſheda ſhower of Tears. However ſhe was forced 
to content her ſelf for 14.days longer', during which time.we made 
good chear, and ipared not for Fewel in the. Stoves. And albeit the

On the 27 we had order to go into the Houſe of the late deceaſed 
Gentleman, even now remembred , . which was a. very,commodious 
Houſe and provided witha great * Stove, which, was. by reaſon. of 
the bitter Weather, very welcome to us ; the more becauſe the ſaid 
Houſe was well furniſhed with Wood , and other fewsl for. the 
Winter, We ſtayd here three weeks , during which time there was 
care taken for what we had need of ; when that time was expired we 
received ſuddenOrders,forthwith to depart for our whart at Aftrachan. 
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* Onthe 190f January We brought our Baggage aboard a ſmall Ship,' 748. 
thatlay about 3 Miles without- Afoſcow. At this Place was the Court "_- 


of the Emperours Siſter , being a fair Palace , but of Wood , built 
after a quaint and artificial manner. Here was alſo the Emperours 
Bear-Garden-, being accidentally when we were there-a great Con- 
courſe of Gentry , from eſcon , and other places to ſee the Paſtime, 
and the Evening before, came the Emperour with the whole Court. 
and Retinue. The Theatre was only environed with Stakes and Pales, 
that the People might alſo ſee, that were without. Before they began 
were brought out about 200 Wolvesand Bears, and almoſt twice the 
number of Dogs ; all which were drawn in their Kennels ſet upon 
Sledges. The Emperour , and the-prime of his'Nobles fate in a 
Gallery made on purpoſe in a very convenient place , to ſee on' every 
ſide. So ſoonas the Emperour was ſet, a ſign was given , upon whicha 
litle Wolf and an old Bear were turned out looſe together , that 
after they had engountered about half a quarter of an Hour , were 
parted, whichnotwithſtanding their being in the'heat of the _— 
were caſily brought aſunder and led to their Kennel. The Wolves 
were afterwards engaged with Dogs of which many lay dead upon the 
place, and others {A wounded that they were no more fit for uſe. 

On the 23 of February, one of our company married witha Tartariar 
maid , who had been taken Captive when ſhe was a Child and brought 
up1n the-Chriſtian Religiqn , by the Hagr van Sweden , who taught 
herto write and ſpeak Netherdutch, both which ſhe did expertly well. 
Andaday or two after was another of our Company: married with a 
Lubekker both theſe two went with their Huſbands to CA4frachas. 


Onthe 13 of #rchdied the Empreſs in Child-bed who by reaſon re of

Thele 
follcwed next to the Emperour and his two Sons ; who were appar- 
reled in a Garment, lined with Black Fox skins, which is a Fur os very 
high eſteem. The Emperour and his two Sons were ſupported each 
by two Gentlemen. There werealſothe ſeveral Miniſters of Forreign 
Courts preſent, who. were attired after the manner of their own 
Countrey , theſe went on each ſide the Herſe at a diſtance, and after 
all followed an-innumerable Train of Citizens and Forreign Mer- 
chants , but thoſe without any Order. On this manner the Corps was 
brought into a Cloyſter which ſhe her ſelf had founded , and there 
committed to the Earth.

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| very large City , and computed to be about 30 or 35 Engliſh miles in _

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compaſs , yet wasalmoſt twice as great , before it was taken in and 
depopulated by the Tarrars. It givesa very fair proſpe& from without 
by reaſon of it's many Towers and high Buildings. This City is di- 
vided into 4 wikes or Wards , to wit, Xztay-gorod, or midle City , 
Z aar-or Czar-gorod , the Emperours City, Skorodom and Strelitza Slowode. 
Theſe ſeveral Diviſions ſeem rather ſo, many diſtinct Towns or . 
Cities whereof * Kitay-gorod ſtands in the middeſt , and 1s environed v 
witha high wall , which they call Craſa#Stenne, that 1s , Red Wall. *Pebeps. 

It is feated between 2 Rivers, to wit Moſequaon the South, and the. 
Neglina onthe North , which are united behind the Palace. -The _.. 
Palace together with its Appendences , to wit, the Wall, Horn: - | 
works, Creſcents and other Fortifications is the larger part of the 
Kitay - gorod , called alſo Crim-gorod ; being well provided with Men- 
and Ammunition. In the midit of this Palace is a very ſtately Church, 
in which weſaw a Silver branched Candleſtick , formerly preſented 
to the Czar by the Ambaſſador ofour States. Beſides this Church is 
another dedicated to the Archangel, whereare to beſeen the Tombs 
of thoſe of Imperial blood, as alſo Triorzzis Maria and that of Sr. Nicholas 
which are both very ſumptuous. Thoſe which arein Kitay-gorod with- 
out the Palace arealſo reputed the beſt and faireſt in all Moſcow , being 
reckoned 56. Beſides the Churches which are within the Walls of 
the Palace are 2 very beautifull Cloyſters, the one for Young Gent- 
lemen, and theother for Ladies , who have reſolved to live a mo- 
naſtichal Life; altho the' former may rather go underthe denomina- -- --7 
tion of an Iluſtrious School, becauſe it is appointed for the Education þ. ' 
of the Young nobility inall kinds of Literature and good Manners, 
who at 16.Years have a choice preferred them , whether they will 
leada —_ a Secular Life : but that for the Ladies , dif PEACE$ 
not with ſuch a Freedom, but all that are admitted: muft continne 
durante vita. In the middle of this Palace, or rather Fort , is a high '

Beſides this there is yet another Tower and one of the wideſt that 
ever I bave ſeen.in my life, in which is the greateſt Bell without doubt 
inthe World, weighing 394000 6b. and the Clapper 10000 {b. I mea- 
ſured it and found it 23 foot Diameter , and 2 foot ſolid mettal. It 
1sas muchas 50 ſtrong men can move, and that onlyſs as may juſt be 
perceived. It is ſeldom ruhg, and that only.upon Feſtival days ,.or 
when any Forreign Prince or Miniſter of State deſires it. When they 


' intend todoitat w extraordinary time , they make proclamation 


through the Town, by which warning the Citizens take dowa all the 
Glaſſes and Earthen Ware , for it makes all tremble and ſhake. 
Thereare beſides the Imperial Courteveral other ſpacious Palaces 
for the Bojars , or Nobility , asalfo for the Spiritual Lords , amongſt 
which that of the Patriarch is the moſt magnificent. Without Kiray- 
gorod , direQ&ly before the Palace of the Czar , 1s one of the faireſt 
Churches (1 muſt neds fay ) that I have ſeen in all my Travels, 
which is builtafter the model of the Temple of /eruſalem,from whence 
it has that Name. Near unto this church 1s the great Market having 
Shops of all Wares and Merchandiſes that may be imagined , but 
every Shopkeeper has his own Row or Street , ſo that people of one 
Dealing haveall their Shops together, and by themſelves. In this part 
of the City dwell likewiſe the ableſt Merchants | Xzeeſen | and other 
Perſons of note , whodwellin ſtone houſes to preſerve their Goods, 
ifa Fire ſhould happen. | 
Zaar-gorod which is the ſecond part of Moſcou encompaſſeth Kitay- 
gorodalmoſt in the form ofa Creſcent, which is alſoenvironed with a 
huge Wall , which they call Biela Srenna , that is , The white Wall.

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runsthro the midi of it. Hereis alſo a famous Founding-Houſe for MAREa 
caſting great Bells and Ordnance, as alſo the Emperdurs ſtable. -Near 
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the River is a Beaſt-market, anda famous Butchery or Fleſh-ſham-- 
bles , where you find not only Beef., Veal, Mutton, Pork, Lamb, 
Veniſon , &c. but alſo Horlſe-fleſh to ſell. Corn , Meal , Butter, 
Cheeſe and other Proviſion is here good, cheap, and very plentiful. 
The Third City which is Skorodoms , embraces C7ar-gorod on the 
Eaſt, North and Weſt - fides likewiſe in the form of a Creſcent. In 
this City, or Ward, 1s the Houſe-market, where at alcw price you 
may buy a Houſe , of what greatneſs you pleaſe. Theſe Houſes are 
made of Square pieces of Timber notch'd and let into each other , 
which when you have bought you can disjoint and bring it where 
you liſt upon Sledges , that amongſt many 1nconveniencies has this 
one Conveniency, that ifa Citizen has his Houſe burn'd he may be 
every day ſyupphed with a new , which (conſidering the old is brought 
to Aſhes ) may without much coſt, be placed where the other ſtood; 
whereas on the contrary , weare often forced to ſtay ſometimes a year 
or more before the Rubbiſh be taken away and a convenient Houſe 
built in lieu of the old. Beſides that conveniency , they have another, 
which is, that at what timeany Houſe happens to take fire, and any 
probable danger of breaking out , the Neighbours upon timely notice 
have their Houſes taken in pieces and removed as if they were 
but Tents. ek | 
The fourth and laſt Wike is Srrela1z4 Slowoda , which reaches ou 


Countrey., Here 1s the placc where the Soldateſque are inquarter'd, 
which they call Srreliczen , from whence this Part of Moſcou has it's 
name. It is very well fortified with Bulwarks , and other For- 
tifications. | 

The number of the Houſes within the four Diviſions and the 
Suburbs ,- according to their computation arefaid tobe about 95000, 
the Palaceand all its appendencies excluded, The Churches , and 
Cloyſters , wherein they preachare 1700. Amongſt this great number 
of Dwelling - houſes you find few or none , but what are altogether 
of Word , except ſome Merchants Houſes in Kitay-gorod , who as we 
havealready ſaid, build moſtly of Stone for the better ſecurity of their 
Goods. They uſe no Chimneysas we do for fires, but great Gackels,

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X.4R. Or rather Ovens; madealtogether of ſtone , which ſometimes being 
1659 overheated, or by the negligence of the People, whoare great affe- 
ll Cters of Brandy , 1s the occaſion of ſetting their Houſes on fire , as it 
Wh! - happened about 6 Weeks before our arrival there, at what time , b 
i the negligence ofa poor Woman, happeneda moſt dreadfull Con- 
- 4o1e,;} Aagration, that reduced about 35 Thouſand Houſes toaſhes, and 
Fireix Chat in the beſt part of the City , which beſides an incredible loſs of 
Moſcou, Houſe-furniture , Merchandiſe and the like , there were many chil- 
dren and impotent People killed. The Dutch Merchants , who had 
moſtly their Reſidence near the place where the Fire firſt broke out , 
ſuſtained an incredible loſs. Tis truethe Houſes are upon ſuch occa- 
ſions removed with as much eaſe as ours are blown up , but if the 
Timber be knotty the Sparks and Cinders fly abroad and kindle other 
Houſes. at an incredible diſtance , which being covered with dry 
Planks are not fo eaſily extinguiſhed , The Czar upon conſideration 
of the frequent Fires has appointed a party of the Srrelirzers , tobe 
quartered in ſeverallplaces , at a due and. convenient diſtance from 
each other throughout the 4 Wards ; who are continually to be at 
hand upon ſuch occaſions. Now by reaſon of the great ſcarcity of 
Water in <Moſcou , the firſt thing they lay their hands to, 15 to disjoynt 
the Houſes, and therefore for the moſt part are train'd up in that kind 
of ArchiteCture , to be afliftant again in the rebuilding of the ſame, 
when all danger is ſuppoſed tg be over. 
Great bu © The ſtreets of Moſcou are very ſpacious and wide , but in rain 
rh weather ſo miry, that in walking you are up to the very knees in nay 
6 for which reaſon both Menand Women are fain to wear Boots. Al- 
though 'tis certain that inconvenience might be remedy'd , by paving 
:t with ſtone, as they doin the Low-Conntreys andelſe where. During 
the time we were there , it was not poſlible to thwart the ſtreets if 
they bad not thrown great beams and planks acroſs the way. 
The tir, SMeoſeou, andall the whole Countrey towards the North rs capable 
of avery unwholſom Air , for thoſe that are not brought up 1n it , 
being in the Winter exceeding ſharp and:cold , and in the Summer 
hot and moyſt. In Winter they muffleup their Noſe and Ears in Furs, 
eſpecially when they go upon a Journey. And in Meſcow it is well 
ſeen that many of the Inhabitants have neither Noſe nor Ear , which 
they ſay 1s by coming out of the bitter cold Air intoa hot Stove : for 
| although 
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although it may ſeem ſtrange , yet cannot that be avoided in ſome y,;x. 
places, unleſs they rub their Noſes and Ears , which are frozen ; 1n 1669. 


Snow:till they grow hot , which done they may come into a Houſe 
without danger, and this you ſhall ſee them continually a doing in 
ſuch Seaſons. It is alſo obſervable how that after a hard Wiater the 
very Earth chinks and opens when it once beginsto thaw. But on the 
contrary , it is there ſo hot in the Summer that a ſtranger cannot en- 


dure it, at what time alſo the Marſhes and ſtanding Poolsdo ſo ſtink * 


that one is ready to faint away : beſides the great annoyance of Gnats, 


Muskettos and other Yermin , againſt which there 1s no way to'de- 


fend ones Face. The Peſtilence is ſeldom ever known there, but in'4,,, 
lieu thereof another Epidemy , which ſo torments them in their Bows coanrey 
els that thoſe that are taken with it rarely recover , or live above *3 Sic.neſs. 


days. Some 1 have heard ſay that in times paſt it was far more frequent 
and rigorous than at this day,for before, they had not the uſe of Phylic 
nor would admitt of any that profeſſed it to practiſe, as of late, find- 
ing the great benefit thereof, they have done. We 
Moeſcovia is a Countrey of a fat and fertile Soil, far beyond that of 


# 


Lifeland. Their Wheat, Ry, Barley and Oats , they ſow about St. 


Tohns day at Midſummer , which within 7 or 8 Weeks-is fit for-the 
Sickle, or Sithe ( for they uſe both ) and that by reaſon of the con- 
ſtant heat. They have beſides the beforementioned fruments , good 
ſtore of Pulſe, as Peaſe , Beans and Lentils. Cucumbers , Pompions 
and Melons are more common there than with us, of which laſt I have 
ſeen ſome weighing above 40 pound. The Fruits they have are Pears, 


Apples, Quinces, Medlars, Cherries Plumbs, and of theſe ſeveral 


kinds. There grows inthe Countrey lying upon the River <Ateftqua 
a kind of an Apple fo tranſparent that you may diſcern the Seeds , as 
Grapes: The Shell or Rind thereof 1s very thin and ſubtile and the 
Fruit it felt very delicate, but toojuycy, andafter along Rain ſo wa- 
triſh that they grow inſipid. *Tis generally known abroad that 
MoſcoviaaftoardsFlax and Hemp to that exuperancy, that they ſupply 
almoſt all Europe with Rope-work. The next Staple-Commeditie of 
Meoſcoviats Wax and Honey, which the Rufians take wild and mike a 
vaſt profit thereof. In ſhort there is no Vegetable of general uſe 
with us, but whatlikes there, fave only the Vine, which the Extremity” 
of the Winter will not ſuffer to like or come to perfeCtion : bur thar 
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MAR. defettis ſufficiently ſupplied from abroad, by. the Englich , Dutchand 
109 others, whobring the Produtts of every Vintage from-Fraxye and 
elſe where. They have no Mines ſave only of Steel and Iron. 
of thir Ruſt if taken 1n general is betrer ſtored with tame Cattel and Wild- 
Catt!, beaſts thanany Countrey in Europe, or as ſome beleeve, in the whole 
World. Kine is without doubt in greater abundance there than in 
Tartary , agtecable to the opinion of all Travailers and Geographers, 
'who have givenan account of either. The rich Furs whichare yearly 
exported hence to moſt places of the World ſufficiently teſtify the 
81/1 ſuperabundancy of Foxes, Sables, Martens, &c. But moſt dange- 
ll rous it 15 to travel alone for the many Beaſts of prey which run toge- 
ther invaſtand innumerable Troops ; and thoſe, 'when the Eafth'is 
covered with Snow, very bold and daring , inſomuch that the In- 
habitantsare in continual danger , and are fain to keep their gates 
barricado'd from thoſe cruel Animals , to ſecurethemſelves and their 
Cattel ;- nay , it has been often known that they have undermined 
Houſes in ſome parts, and devoured whole Families at a time. Wild- 
Fowl I have ſeen of ſeveral kinds , as chiefly Heath-hens, Herns , 
Wildgeeſe, and Cranes by Millions in a flock together. As for ſmall- 
birds, by which Lmean Larks, Finches and the like, which we hold for 
great delicacies, they have them in litle, or noeſteem , and that by 
reaſon of the vaſt ſwarms, for my together as thick as Gnats or 
Inſe&s over a Pond. Theſe are havock'd by the Hawks, Faulcons and 
Merlins , which are there in a proportionable plenty to the prey. 
«+3 The Rivers and ſtanding Lakes, are ſtored with Fish' of all 
_ Fih, kinds, whichare throughout the whole Land incredibly cheap ; in 
ſumgMoſcovia has whatſoever 1s neceſlary for Food and' Rayment , as 
good and ataseaſy rates , as any other Land in the World , none 
excluded : althoI do not ſay but that one Province differs much 
from another, and that every particular Province and Region has 
ſomething or otter , as properor peculiar to it's ſelf. 
Woldo- - Wolodpmir is reputed to be of ſo good a Soil , that from one Buſhel 
mir. of pure Grainſownis ſometimes 20 or 25 produced in Harveſt and 
Rbeſan, YEt Rheſan is reckoned far more fertile than the other, for from every 
ſingle Seed ariſeth 3 ſtalks , and ſometimes more , which is not com- 
monly found in a1y other Province in all Rzfaa.

Theſe external ſuperſtitions of purification are the main reaſon 
that every perſon that 1s of any Conſiderable Ability , has a Bathing- 
rub in his Houſe, which in T#rky and Perſ;izare equally made uſe of for 
Purification and Health. They have alſo Common Baths in every 
Townand Village, whither both Men and Women , without any 
diſtinCtion have recourſe; running in and out naked , only ſome of 


the Women for Modeſty ſake havea few Bur-dock leaves about their _ 


middle, whichare firſt dried and afterward laid to ſteep in Oil of 
Olives, which afterwards they rub their Bodies with, in the Sweating.

0h, quoth ſhe, Timminni Do Shincz | for that was his nam” * my 
Deareſt, haw haſt thoulefs me thus ? What failing didft thow diſcover tn me? 
Did 1 ever neglet# to paint my ſelf ? Have I not brought forth a fair Iſſue? 
Haaft not thou all things at Command ? - Metheglin I am ſarewe had atways in 
plenty ,. nay , 4nd Brandy too. What then perſwaded thee to leave me deſolate 
and forlorn , 0h remember the diſconfolate tate of Widdow-hood and return to 
the merry World, &c. Thele, and many other fooliſh expreſſions by 
way of Interrogation, ſhe accoſted him with , which made me at 
Glt tothink that he was not fully dead. So ſoon as the Party 1s depar- 
ted they open the Windows, and et Baſons of Holy-water, together 
with ſeveral Diſhes of meat beſide the Body , to relieve his Wants 
on ſolong and ted1ous a Journey, as do the Circas Tartars; which ſeems 
to be the Reliques of Hcatheniſm, not long ſince profeſſed in many 
parts of Ruſſe.

The Body they waſh from Head to foot , as doe the 
Jews, then windingitin a ſheet, put it into a Coffin which is hol- 
lowed out of a Tree, and ſo carried to Church,wheze they beſprinkle 
it with holy Water, and perfume it with Incenſe; which done they fay 
Maſs, and with ſeveral Hymns commit it to the Ground.

thrownintoa great Pit , where ſometimes a Hundred or more Bodies

The Ceremonies which are uſed in ſome places in Ruſſia differ from 
others. About CHoſcan the Corps 1s follow'd by a Train of Gentle- 
women who are neareſt in Conſanguinity or Afﬀinity , who with a 
great Noiſeand Howling bewail the early departure of their Friend, 
then preſently all are ſilent, that not one 1s ſo much as heard to whiſ- 
per , orgivea Sigh, and thenon a ſudden elevate their Voice and 
yell out ike ſome of the more bruitiſhand ſavage 1ri5h. 

., On each fide the Herſe go the Priefts, Chaplains and Monks, 
bearing Images, Torches, anda Thurible, or Incenſe- pan, which 
is all*the while waved to and again , to expell Evil Ghoſts which 
they believe ſtill haunt the Body of the Deceaſed. After the Corps 
follow the Friendsand Acquaintance , without any order, cach car- 
ryinga Wax-tapour in the Hand. When they come to the Grave, 
6s Cofftinis opened and the Incenſe pan ſwing'd 3 times over the 
Corps ih remembrance of the H.Trinity, and then the Image of that 
Saint which he in his Life time made choice of for his Patron, is 
thrown intothe Coffin with him, upon which all his Relations come 
near and take their laſt yiew of him , kiſs the Coffin and go back- 
ward. When the Friends have ſo taken their leave the Prieſt delivers 
him a Letter ſuperſcribed to Saint Nicholas , containing a hearty 
recommendation of the Deceaſed. A copy of one of theſe came 
onceto my hand which before I had Tranſcribed it out , was taken 
from me by a Prieſt being the Brother of the Gentleman who lent it 
me, forit 1s not lawfull for a R#4» himſelfe to know the Contents, 
much leſs for a Heretic. The Paraphraſe of the Fragment was after 
this Manner,

Our immaculat Brother , and Partaker of Mortality, who leaves us 
in this World, more worthy than to dwell among ft men below , deſires to « 
be commended to thy T uition, whom we heartily commit to thy Protec- 
tion and Care.

This fragment is all I can give you of the Letter, which as I 
told you was taken from me. The body being interred they return 
home, where they. junket and drink till they forget their Sorrow. 
Thas feaſt dures ſometimes a Moneth or 40 days , according to the 
ability of the Perſon: among others it is not cuſtomary to make 
one long Feaſt-at the Funeral, but an anniverſary Meal, and cele- 
brate that ſame day every year in remembrance of the Deceaſed.

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- The Church of Moſcovis has like that of Rowe , one ſupreme Head , 
who is the Patriarch. Under the Patriarch are 4 Metropolitans , 4 
Arch-Biſhops, beſides many other Biſhops , Abbots andthe Inferior 
Clergy. The Patriarch is almoſt Sovereign 1n Spirituat Aﬀairs,having 
an abſolute and immediate power without any appendency on the 
Temporal Government unleſs itbein caſe of inducing Hereſy , upon 
which he muſt Submit to a Synod , as 1n the year1662, a General 
Council was called , and the Patriarch ſummoned to make his ap- 

earance; at what time he was 1impeached for Innovations , and. an- 


devouring toalienate the preſent condition of the Church and reform 


it's Goverament by diminiſhing Image-worſhip , which he held for 
litle better than Idolatry. After many days ſitting that Councit 
thought fit to confine him to his Manſion-Houſe , and ordain the 
Firſt Metropolitan in his room, who was then living when I was. at 
Meſcon. The Revenues of the Patriarch , as alſo of the Metropolitans, 
are verygreat, outof which they are obliged to levy and Maintain 
an-Army of 15 000 men, during the time of War. 

The Habit of the Patriarch, and the Metropolitans differ but litle. 
The' Patriarch has always a great Croſier born before him , or a litle 
onein his hand and ſometimes both , this they call a Po/ok. Mitres 
they wear only upon Convocations or high Aſſemblies , and upon 


. folemn Occaſions. Abroad _ are diſtinguiſhed by a high Cap, 


flat at top like the Switzers, or Yeomen of the Guard. Next their 
Bodiethey wear a Caſloc, and above that a _ Gown or rather a 
Pall, which is born up by two Gentlemen. The Inferior Clergy and 
Prieſts wear a Cap but not ſo.highas that of the Superiors. This Cap is 
grven them when they are ordained by the Biſhops , at what time 
they ſhave their Heads, and ſuffer it to grow no more, ſave in two litle 
tufts juſt above their ears.

—_ People; Theone o iscalled N agorn+, whichare thoſe that 
inhabit the hilly Countrey , and the other £ugovy who dwell moſtly 
in the Valleys. The former follow altogether Paſturage,thelatterAgri- 
culture, for which they have a happy Land , bleſſed with a fertile Soul. 
The Inhabitants are a rudeand barbarous People, utter (trangers to 
good Manners and Learning. They ſpeak for the moſt part the Ruſſian 
Language , but ſome places thereare where they ſpeak Tarzarian, and 
in other places they havea peculiar Tongue of | their own. They are 
the moſt ſtupid Heathens that I have yet ſeen in all my 3 Voya es, 
have neither Sence nor light of a Divine Power. Houſes of Worthip, 
and Prieſts, Reſurre&tion, Heaven and Hell are things they never 
heard of, nor nor will ever learn to know. what they are. HoweverT 
may not be ſogeneral but that-I may except ſome , -who have: fome 
light and knowledgeofan immortal God; and ſuchan one as has:the 
dire&ion of all, but only rules them as-a King upon Earth: does hus 
Subjects. Theyare further of Opinion that there are Devils orevil 
Spirits , whoſe power is limited and circumſcribed ,' and that the 
cannot do any miſchief fave onlyin this-Life , for theſe, doubt muc 
about the Refurre ton ,' and for this-end they do Sacrifices to:/them 
as do the Madagaſcars that they ſhould do them no harm. They tell 
yorofa ſtrange Water by the means whereof the Prince of the Devils 
comes in horrible and moft ugly ſhapes ;>for which they dread , as 
Children do Bugbeats they never ſaw. To that: Immortal Deity and 
divine Effence theyoffer upall manner of Beafts as:Oxen ;- Horſes) 
and Sheep, which when they do, they take the 'Hide'and ftrerch it 
out upon a Rack madeon purpoſe,making therebya Fire, over which 
they hang the Fleſh to boil, When it has ſeethed long enough, they 
take out a Bowl of the Pottage in the one hand , and a Bowl of Me- 
theglin in the other,and throw them both upon the Hide, upon which 
it falls into the F ire,faying , Accept, O God, this Offering at my Hands, 
and be pleaſed to hear my Praiers ; which Praiers do commonly 1mport 
their own Health, or the increaſe of their Cattel, So that their main 
Opinion about that God, is only that he is a good-natur'd and bene- 
volent-Lord, and the Devil malevolent , which is all that may be 
gathered from them. Others I have ſeen who worſhip the Sun, 
X 2 Fire, 
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Fire, and Water." Ceremonies about the Dead I could never perceive 
any, faveonly that whenany eminent Man among them comes to dy 
they makea Feaſt of Horſe-fleſh, at which all the neareſt Relations 
are preſent, and the Corps given to a ravenous Beaſt called Brigga- 
chol:, which I havenot eHewhere ſeen: .T hat done they hang up his 
Veſtments upon x Tree in memory of him, as we do Eſcutcheons, and 
this was all I could learn of my ſelf , or from the Obſeryations of 
others that had been longer and further within Land. Their Habit is 
as courſeas their Breed ing , moſtlyof Skins or a kind of Canvas. Their 
Upper-coat:comes down only tothe Thighs , and their Breeches and 
Stockings allone. Thoſe, that are married ſhave their Heads , but 
whilſt ſingle they let their hair grow , butall in one Tutt, which they 
commonly ty up .ina ball above their head , or plate.it, as our Jockies 
do their Horſe-tails, 'The-Women wear alſo courſe Garments having 


their faces muffled upto theeies : but mote quaint 1s the Habit of a 


Young-woman. ready to: marry , who beſides other od accoutre- 
ments wears a piece of Wood, ſhaped like a horn direQly upon her 
Fore-head , aboutan Ell inlength, and at the ſmall end a litle Bell. 
Circumciſion they have not yet learh'd from the Twrks or Jews , nor 
yet Baptiſm, from the Chriſtians ; ibut have ſome few Ceremonies 
about the naming of itheir' Children , which is done when they are 
about half a year old.

N the 304dize we ſet out again , and ſuddenly were run aground 1vX-. 
upon a Shallow place , where we were very hardly put to itto '*s- 
etoff, and beſides our great Labour weloſtan Anchorand a Dragg. 
We were no ſooner got clear but we ran immediately upon another 
Bank, and ſo from oneto another that we were almoſt out of hopes of 
ever coming through, for we ſaw danger onevery ſide, and our Pilot 
very unskilfull of the Riyer , which detarded our Voyage very 
much. 
The next day we gain'd the Deeps , and came before Cuſmade- 
mianski where we caſt anchor and provided our ſelves with ViStualling 
and Refreſhment. This City is founded upon ariſing ground ha- 
ying on the one ſide high and ſteep Mountains, and on the other ſide 
a level Countrey.

well built, fortified and ſince theuproar of the Caſaks , the Garriſon 
better ſupplied with men than before. Having diſpatched here we 
' weighedanchor, and on the 3 of d4tre,- gain'd the lland: Gin where 

we were faſt again , but without much difficulty got clear. We 
ſailed that day paſt Swndjr , a handſome litle Town , and dropp'd 
anchor before Cokſchaga : looſing thence we were fain to caſt out our 
Fore-anchor to hale over a Foord , which was 10 Dutch leagues long , 
and found work enough to bring the Veſſel over , however after 
much pains taken we gaind the Neep , without any damage to 
the Ship. | 

On 7 we came paſt the Shallow places , and before Yolef ka 
were faſt again , where we were fain to caſt anchor and wind our 
ſelves off. At night welay before Swiarkhi, which isa fortify'd Town, 
having many fair Churches and Monaſteries within walls, 

Onthe5 we weighed anchor and ſet Sail , having a brisk Gale, 
which in 4 hours time, orleſs brought us before the River Ceſanka, 
from'which River the City and Kingdom of Caſan have their name , 
here wecame toanchor where ſome ſmall Shipping belonging to that 
place,., aiming to enter the River ,ran againſt our Bow and ſome 
fell overboard. . 

Here about isa very fair Countrey and as fertile as any that ever 
T have ſeen in all my Life. It is moſtly low arable and medow ground 
overflown oncea. year upon the ſwelling of the River YYolga. On the 
Banks of this ſaid River are variety of Fruit trees of: many kinds, 
' which grow in whole Groves together and wild , for a hundred Dazch 
Leagues , as Haſle-nuts , Cherries 3 or 4 feyeral ſorts, Black ; White 
and Red Currans,&c. That part of Caſa whichlies moſt within Land ' 
formerly belonged to the Tartars , but the Inhabitants ſpeake the 
Ruſfian Language , which was firſt brought in when the Countrey | 


wasconquered by the Ryſſes , as ſhall be hereafter ſaid. They do not 
convert any man toflayery, nor make that their Traffic, as do the | 
Nagay the Crim-Calmuc-and Dageſtan-Tartars , for if they had they might » 
have ſold me when with other two of our S 1ps - company I was + 
under their Hands , and that above 3 leagues within Land , where *' 
onthe contrary we found them civil after their Manner , for they 
gave us Bread and Milk to eat.

The Common people came likewiſe 
flocking in great multitudes to ſee a floating Caſtle , and notwith- 
ſtanding all the aw of the Deputy and Prgvincial , we had much 
ado to keep them off, for they {trove to come aboard.

Towers of Wood, asalmoſt all the Rufian Towns are. The Cittadel Cat 


is walled with ſtone , and well provided of Ammunition and Men. 
The Town is ſituated upon a Hill, but in a Champan Countrey. 
The Cittadel is encompaſſed with the Caſazka , which renders the 
Water within inexhauſtible in time of Siege. The Traffic of this 
Place is i conſiderable , regarding the - bars: it lies in. It is 

y the Crim-Tartars, who bring thither all manner of Mer- 
chandiſe their Land affoards, and not only the vendible Produtts of 
the Earth and Cattle , but as orderly their own Children , which 
they ſell ata lowrate, a Boy or a Girl of 16 years of age , for the 


value of 20 Crowns a piece. The City Caſan is equally inhabited by - 


Ruſſians and Tartars and governed by a Deputy , as we have already 
ſaid, but the Cittadel kept ſolely b ole » Where no Tartar is to 
come upon painof Death. There is beſides the Deputy ( whois only 
a9 Preſident and ſupreme in Civil Matters ) an extraordinary Y/ay- 
wode , who 1salways as Superintendant in time of War , having the 
ſole Diretion of Martial Aﬀairs. 

The Countrey of Ge/az , which has been formerly a Kingdom , is 
ofa very wideextent ; bounded on the North with Syberia , on the 
Eaſt with Nagays , and on the South with the River Yoga. This 
Countrey was formerly very populousand able to bring a great Army 
to field, as in recorded of their famous Expeditions againſt the Ruſſes; 
but ſince depopulated\, made waſt and ſubdued, by Baſilius Ivanowitg, 
who overcame theſe Caſan-Tartars in a very bloody Barcail , and afrer 
that ſo notable a Conquelt ſer a Vice-Roy. This 7ice-Roy , although 
a Caſan-Tartar , wasalways more loyal to the Czar , than favourable 
to his own Countreymen ; which occaſioned great murmurings and 
Jealouſy, among the C:/anters , that at laſt they called in the Crim- 

Tartats 
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Tartars for their aſliſtance , who were Mahometans, Theſe made not 
muchdelay , but on a ſudden raiſed a mighty Army , which incorpo-- 
rating with the Rebells gave the Vice-Roy battail , and gain'd the + 
"Field, and purſuing rheſucceſs of the day invaded the Emperours | 
Territories. The C2ar in the mean while being informed by Expreſs | 
that the Hoſtility keptthe Field,had put theForces under Condutt of | 
the Vice-Roy to flight , and that they approached with a great *' 
Body, he levied as great an Army as he could do with ſo ſhort war- *' 
ning , and ingaged with the Tartars in open Field. But the Hoftility | 
increaſing more and more, what with their own Nation , and 
what with the Malecontents within the Ruſian Juriſdiction , were 
almoſt 15 to 3, and after a ſhort but very hot Battel the Empe- 
rour was fain to flee and betake himſelf to Novogored. The Tartars 
ſeeing themſelves Maſters of the Field , marched forward to Moſcow 
which they attacqued , took in and plundered. ' However the 
Cittadel Cremelene held ſtoutly forth all the time, without making 
Propoſals or Articles upon which they would ſeem willing to ſur- 
rendegt , till at laſt finding themſclves not in a capacity to hold 
forth they. gawe-it over , upon very honourable Conditions as to 
themſelves, but diſadvantageous Tcrms for the great Duke himſelf, 
and the City of Moſcow. Shamefull was this Loſs to the Emperour, © 
and no leſs ground of Honour for the Victory to the Hoſtility , who 
now as it were in a moment had regained all their Freedoms. whigh * 
from time: time before they had loſt. Right loath was the Czar to * 
give his aſſent to the Conclufions of the Treaty, but was at laſt com- ' 
pellcd to ſign it with his own hand ,. partly for that his Bojars and 
Council preſſed him to it , and partly upon his own conſidetations, 
how thathis.Countrey in all probability would in caſe he continued * 
refractory be overrun , and he himſelf with all his Race be ſecluded : 
fromthe Monarchy. The Tar/arzanz had 2 Generals , Brethren and * 
equall in command , whercof the elder called Mendligeritz , eretted 
a Statue in Aoſcom , to which he obliged and injoyned the Moſcoviers © 
to pay certain Homages, 'The younger called Sapgeri marched on | 
for Caſan where he had his Reſidence, thinking, that becauſe it had | 
formerly been a Soveraignty,and that the Footsſteps and Reliques of * 
a ——_ Kingdom were Rill apparent , he mightthe better ere&t and | 
reara.new Monarchy upon the Foundations: of an old. Mendligeritz 
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the elder marched with his Army towards Rheſas , well knowing LE 


that the great Power of that Province might check tum , upon oppor- 59: 
tunity. So ſoonas he was ſet down before the Town, he f1gnified the * 
occalion of his coming , ſent the Governour a' Copy of the Articles 
ſigned by the C7ar , demands the Town, and willed him to ſurren- 
der. But the Governour ( who was a Gentleman both of knowa ' 
Fameand Worth', inregard of his rare Condu& in feveral Battails 
at the Head of an Army ) let him know , That all the Infidels and 
Barbarians in the world ſhould not deterr him ſo far as to tranſgreſs his 
Duty , and Oath, fince he himſelf had no ſuch Intelligence from his 
Lord: the Great Duke, and till he had Aſſurance of what the Tartarian 
General had adviſed him about concerning ſuch Articles , he would 
defend the Town and Cittadel. The General upon this Anſwer 
ſenthim the Original of the prementioned Articles , and fo willed. . 
him to avoid Blood-ſhed : but the Governour detained the Meſſen- 


. gersand kept the Schedule, reſolving toſtandour the Siege. Upon. . 


this the Tarrexs raiſed the Siege , and attempted to ſtorm the' City; 
but thoſe within couragiouſly defended themfelves,and plaid of their 
Canon; together with an inceſſant ſhooting of Arrows,at the Enemy, 
that they were forced to retreat and remove the Siege to another ſide ' 
of the Town, where ſome diſloyal Ryſians had' acquainted them that” 
the place was weakeſt and conſequently the moſt eaſy to be ftorm'd*”* 
however finding no hopes of gaining the Town, the Tartarian Gene- 

ral ſent a Herauld to urge the Governour to reſign the Papers , de- * 
claring himſelf thereupon willing to draw off his Forces;  which'the | 
Governour refuſing the General left the Town. Seyeral Narratives 


wereſent off to Moſcon, which occaſioned general Joy , and incon-** 


raged the Townſmen to revolt , and unanimouſly fall upon the 
Garriſon ', who being incapable-to make reſiſtance were fain to 
ſubnut and beg Quarter. The Statue of Mendligerit7 was alſo pulled * 
down and broke to pieces in Jeteſtation of his Tyranny. The C24

On the 23 wecame toa very pleiſantCoaſt where we went to aſhoar, 
and found there the Ruins of agreat City which had beenmade waft 
by Tamarlan. While we lay hereit began toblow very hard , and the 
next day we were fain to keep at anchor.

informed by the Rwſſes that it was there very dangerous to travail by 
reaſon of Robbers, and the vagabond Coſaks , who kept themſelves. 
in the Woods, whence they ſometimes ſalley outin whole bands,and 
ſurprize Paſſengers. The Coſaks alfo haunt the River, having Boats 

-whichare made long and ſmall, with whiclithey row admirably ſwift. 
On one ſide of the Uſaare ſome Mountains and amongſt thoſe one of 
an incredible heighth called Sariol Kwrgan, wherethey ſay an Emperor 
of the Tartars with 7 © Kingsly buried, when they came up' the weolze 
with'intent to invade Ruff which Mountain being bare and rocky, 
they ſay that the Soldiers carried up fo much Earth and Mold as was 
ſufhcient. Some of thoſe Mountains are woody and other ſome bare 
ſtone and cliffs. WY"

Hence is the Soil alſo very fertile and the 
Countrey fructiferous beyond (Ihadalmoſt ſaid ) any other Coun- 
trey in eitherof the temperate Zones , if the People and Inhabitants 
had but two Adyaritages in cultivating it, which tend mainly to the 
Improvement and maintenance of — , that 1s , an aſſured 
conſtant Peace , and the Myſteries of Husbandry which we have in 
the Weſtermoſt Countreys of Europe, They have many and various 
kinds of ſele& Fruits , as Water-Lemmons , Oranges , Apples , 
Pears, Cherrys, Damzons, &c. The Vineyardsare ina ſhort time 
very muchimproved, for before the year 1613 that Plantation was 
not known among them , till certain Perſjau» Merchants beſtowed a 
Vine upona German , but a Proſelyt and Monk of rhe Ryfian Church, 
which heplanted in aGarden belonging to the Monaſtery : the ſame 
Vine thriving ſo well, caufed divers great Merchants to do the like ' 
whoſe indeavours had in the ſpace of 3 years that ſucceſs, that they 
preſented the Emperour with 200 Pipes of Wine , and 50 Pipes of 
Brandy, upon which the ſaid Emperour gave them all the Encou- 
ragement he could to propagate that laudable beginning. | 
The Nagayan-Tarters who for the moſt part inhabit the Champan 
land about and near Affrachar, are not permitted to dwell in the City; 
nor may they fortify their villages with Walls or Towers, : only by 
many Intreaties they have obtained a Grant of fencing'in their Tents 
with Stakes and Palizados, to ſecure themſelves from the Aſſaults 
and 
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and Infolencies . of Night-Robbers and the Calmuc-Tartars , who Ae. 


ſometimes ſurprize them at anawares, and carry away both Men and 1669. , 
Cattel. They have no faſt Towns, or Cities, but uſe Tents, as their 


Anceſtors have ever done. Their Tents are built round, the Diameter

Aſtrachan being almoſt on every ſide ſurrounded with ſuch a fruit- 
full Countrey , has good plenty of all ſorts of Fruit. brought every 
day to Market; and thoſe very cheap. Melons Ihavebought 10 of 12 
for the value of a. penny and. other fruits after a conformable Price. 
Fiſh and Fleſh they haven better plenty than any where elſe I know 
in the World. For thevalue of 34 I bought a huge Sturgeon , a Carp 
weighing 3o pounds, and 25 Herrings, greater and. fatter than ever I 
have feen in Holland. Pearch , Pike , Bream and Sandaks are there 1o 
plentifully taken , that only poore people eat them , of which a - 
family of 8 Perſons may haveas muchas will ſuffice them, for the ya- 


| lueo 3 farthings. The fiſh Sandach is a great Rarity 5. and proper

[oft Aſtrachan ) theſe then pretending to come frpm the C7aar , 
to adviſe the Governour how he ſhould behave himſelf , in caſe 
they attacqu'd the Town , were careſſed by the Military Officers, 
and conſequently ſo much confided in, that they found an oppor- 
tunity to diſpatch the Governour and almoſt all the Officers of 
the Garrifon » having before hand created the Remaining party 
Members of Rebellion, and immediately fired a Gun , which was 
a Token : to Radzin that he ſhould Approach and ſurprize the 
Town, which he did with expetible ſucceſs, and planted a Garriſon 
of Coſacks , removing the Ruſſian Strelitzers into the Navy.

began to make Factions and breath: Rebellion , though not ſoopenly |

as that the Government could take advantage to ſuppreſs it. The 
YYaywod Proſorofski conſideringthat the Commonalty were very much 
incenfed , and that fome mutinous Enterprize was a hatching , he 
aſſembles the Lords and Council of CAfrachan, to conſult with their 

udgments what was beſt to bedone in thoſe imminent Dangers and 
Juncture of Aﬀairs , and what courſe they ſhould take to ſedate thoſe 
Animoſities and Heats , which il-affected perſons indeavoured to 
raiſe and foment among the Towns-men and Plebeians ; as alſo what 
manner of Defence to uſe againſt the approaching Enemy. As to the 
former they concluded , that there was no better way to remedy 
it , than toconduQthemſelyes warily in the Jatter, and firſt obſtruct 
the growing Power of the Rebells , which Perils being removed it 
might not then be doubted but that the Commons would be the better 
and ſooner pacified. Upon thisReſolution ſeveral worthy Gentlemen 
preſented their Service to go as private Soldiers upon that ſudden 
and urging Expedition, not daring any morete put the-left Conti. 
dencean the Srrelitzers. 

On the 10 of April 1670 the Bojar Petrofski diſpatched 800 Horſk, 
under the Condu&t of Col. Levonti Bogdanof , whereof 400 wer 
Ruſiian 5, the reſt Nagayans, to furniſh the City Stariza, ( lying abou 
80 German miles from CAfrachan ) with Ammunition and neceſſar 
Proviſion , and to ſtrengthen that Place with thoſe Men , which lie 
upon the River Doz or Tanais, where the Coſacks have their Reſidence 
This River was of old ſuppoſed to run into the YYelga , as ſome Geo: 
graphers have been pleaſed to write, but later experience has fairly 
contradicted that opinion , for their Boats which are no more than 
trunks of trees hollowed,they are fain to drag and trail a days Journe 
over Land before they find the YYolza, at the neareſt diſtance chol | 
Rivers ly to each other , where when they are come they ty heavy 
Balks on each ſide to keep them above Water , and togive them a due 
ballance and poize in their floating.

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Siege, this Relation was given the Collonel by a Captive Coſack. The 
YFeywed alſo got intelligence how that the Fiela-Tartars were in great 
diſcord among themſelves, and that their FaCtions were ſo far advan- 
ced, that they were become open Hoſtility , and their Power waſted 
by inteſtine ſtrife; upon which Collonel Bogdanof was marched on to 
Czornojar,which is an[mperial Town,about 50 German miles from 4fra- 
chan. The ſaid Captive Coſack was ſo tortured on the Rack ,. that the 
moſt hard-hearted Ruſ3azs then preſent had compaſiion of him , yet 
nothing could be forced from him but what he made voluntary con- 
feſlion of,before he came to the Rack. 

By this time the Emperour had got fullintelligence of the Tumult 
of the Coſacks , and of RadJins purpoſe , together with his barbarous 
maſſacres already committed upon his SubjeCts,and that he continual- 
ly depopulated his Countrey , he gaveorder tolevy new Forces, in 
place of the Old,which were tobe ſent upon this Expedition, as alſo as 
many Sroegs as could on a ſudden be putin Equippage, for which end 
the Deputies of the Towns upon the olga did their utmoſt to com- 
plete a Fleet of 40 Sail. Upon each S:roeg was ouly one great Gun , 
but other Ammunition as much as was neceſſary for ſo many men 
as the Srroegh was capable ar fit to carry. Aboard the ſaid Fleet were 
2600 Ruſſian Strelitzers , and 500 voluntiers of Aftratay under the 
Condudtt of Simeum [vanowit2 Elbof a Kneez , who was for the time 
being made Commander in chief. 'Thefe men were of the Regiment 
of [van Ruſinski a Polander , but baptized a Rufian Profelyte , whoſe 
Lieutenant was one James VPonderham , 4 Scottich Gentleman. 
The other Commanders were Capt. Paul. Rudolph a German. Capt. 
Robert Heut an Englichman , and Nicholas Schaack who was our Lieu- 
tenant , being made a Captain by the Ruſians. Beſides two other

Iyanovitz, whoſe happy arrival the Deputy and all peaceably minded 
perſons earneſtly longed for : 'the City being now in a very weak 
condition and low , ſince.the Levying of thoſe that were ſent out 
with Simeum Ivanowvit7 , and conſequently the Mobile the bolder. But 
on the 4,of June, by a Gentleman who had made his Eſcape , they 
had notice of the Afﬀairs of Tzornojay , that on the ſame day that the 
Knees Elboof made his appearance the Town was taken in, and that the 
Governourand Officers were all maſſacred and their Bodies thrown 
into the River : and further, what was more deplorable, the Privat 
Soldateſque of Knees Elboof had murthered all their Officers in the 
Fleet , declared themſelves for the Cofacks , and ſurrendred all the 
Shipping into the Hands of Szeuko Radzin the grand Belweather , or 
Ringleader of the Rebells; altho immediately before their coming at 
T;ornejar they had unanimouſly ſworn , to hve and dy with their 
Leaders. 'TheReport of thefe things , altho the Governour indea- 
vored to ſmother as much as was poſlible , gave the Rabble greater 
Occaſion to mutiny than they had before ; yea , ſo far. they were 
induced , that they publicly reproached the Superiority that they 
durit not look out of their doors , or windows , much leſs. walk the 
ſtreets to conſult together of means to remedy the diſtemper of affairs, 
to defend themſelves againſt the Hoſtility abroad , and.to ſuppreſs 
inteſtin Jarrsat home, forit was no rare thing now to ſee the Rabble 
aſſemble togethers in heaps, and before the Doors of the Magiſtrates 
co cry out with infamous and bitter Railings , Now , now , the times 


begin to alter , it will be our turn next to Lordit , you villains come out andshow | 


your ſelves tothe YForld, ec. 

The Governour in the mean while loſt no courage on his part, and 
the Gentry and Officers ſtill continued under hopes of Afliftance from 
the Field Army , and new ſuccour and Recruits from /oſcov. The 
Deputy therefore cauſed all the Ordnance to be viſited and laden by 
the German Gunners , and gave orders to furniſh themſelves with 


neceſſary Ammunition. However we could very well remark , that | 


were the Officers never fo ſedulous , they were never able both to 
defend themſelves from ſuch a Power without , and be ſecure for 
Mutiny within , of which many Reaſons were given to the Y/aywoae, 
and heas often forewarned by divers prudent Perſons. - The Y/7aywod 
Preſorofiki would willingly have had us in the Town-ſervyice , but being 
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againſt Forreign Auxiliaries , than the Afoſcovians if once made 
Captives. | 

In the mean while we heard continual News of the approaching of 
the Coſacks, to attacque Aftrachan , which had it's inward ſtate been in 
all things conformable tothe Muniments of that Town , they needed 
not fear 100000 undiſciplin'd men as are the Coſacks , for to ſay no- 
thing of the Ramparts and F ortifications of the Walls , there lay 
about four hundred and ſixty great braſs Guns in the Battlements, be- 
ſides, thoſe of the Cittadel. Every day we expeQed new troubles , 
and commotions , inſomuch that we thought it not fit to ſtay there 


any longer, leſt we ſhould be maſſacred in the Uproar , but no one ' 


of us durſt ſpeak their minds, or be the firſt mover of ſuch means to 
faveour lives, for that it might ſeem to ſtink too much of Rebellion, 
nor could we know how it might be reſented. However 1t came fo 
far that Captain Buzler began alſo to dread fome ill might befall us if 
we did not conſult onr Safety betimes z he therefore upon a time 
called us all together , and uttered his mind in theſe , or the like 
words. Gentlemen, I doubt not but that you ae all ſenſitle of the preſent dan- 
ger which bangs over our Heads , and that there is not much hope left ro hazard 
our Perſons any longer here , the Sum of what I haye to ſay is briefly to adviſe 
and requeſt of you all to pack up What y:u have into the Shallop , and that we 
forthwith betake our ſelves to the Perſian Coaſt , and take what GOD un 


' inhis bountifull Providence is pleaſed to allett us. He ordered us further to 


get all ina readineſs to beaboard before the Gates were ſhut, for that 
he was nat reſolved to wait one quarter of an hour for any Perfon : 
in the mean while we made xquick diſpatch, and in a moment had got 
our beſt Goods aboard , and all what we thought worth our while to 
bring along. Our Captain adviſed usnot to take 2. of our Company 
with us, Brakand Trapper , becauſe they had wivesand children, and 
conſequently would both be a cumber for us, and uneaſineſs for them- 
ſelves on ſo dangerousa Voyage : but having compaſſion with my 
neighbour Brak+, I made him come aboard with his Wife and

"Thus we ſtaid-waiting till the Gate 
wereto, ſtillexpetting their coming , but midnight already come ar

Veſſel with the other two Gentlemen that were with him /, or that h 
was taken and ſecured : others were jealous that the Wife of'Trappe 
had betray'd' us. 'Thus in great fear we lay allthe time , not know: 
ing' what courſe -to take , well knowing that if the R«ſſes ha 
underſtood our Purpoſe, it would have coft us our lives , nor had 
dared toſtay ſo long had not;our Shallop lay on the- other ſide of the 
'Ship from the Town-ward, and thereforeout of _ : Nor could we 
be-eafily induced. to beleeve that they would miſtruſt our veatuting 
ourlives in the Sea with ſuch a Boat, Thus we reſolved bythe graced 
GOD tothwart the Caſpian Meer and ſo for the Perſian Coalt , and 
Tather truſt to the divine Providence of Heaven , - than confide-in-the

When we were come to thisPlace, The Tertars would not convey a 
any further, ſaying , 1/you were but ſenſible of the difficult paſſageh 1! 
ger the Sea, you would keep you where you are ; but , added they , if you 
reſolve to go, when you are at Oetsjoege you may ſet your cour ſe direttly for 
ill you come at the Sea. This we were torced to take in good part , af. 
pay them for their pains. The ouy we conditioned for fatisfi 
them very well, but at parting they told us , that they were affraid 
Told not eaſily get through , Whereas they knew no better but there Was « fi 
watch held on each ſide the Wolga. This laſt ſtartled us not a litth 
however we reſolved unanimouſly hap hazard to venture throug 
let what would follow , adjudging it equally ſafe to run that peri 
or to ſuffer the Calamities we were liable to, and had in ſome-regy 
deſerved : and in that reſolution contirued failing till we found t 
Stakes or Pale-work ſo cloſe in the Mouth of the River , that the 
was only a narrow Paſſage to go through. About the end of the fa 
paſſage we ſaw x Redoubt, which at a diſtance ſeemed to be ve 
ſtrongly fortified , which mainly increafed our fears , but great! 
our good luck we found no Watch but onlya few Fiſhers , who h 
no Authority , or warrant to examin,us , inſomuch that we ſteere 
boldly through ; but conſidering our Bread was almoſt brought to a 
end, for we were brought to an Allowance of an ounceper diens , w 
therefore turned backand prayed the Fiſhermen to ſupply us for ov 
Moneys ; but they told usthey had hardly enough to ſuffice theme 
ves, whichivery much diſheartned us, however they ſupplied us wit 
Fiſh as much as we had need of toſerve us over the Caſpian Meer. 
On the 14 we ſet out and left the wo/ge, which there leaves it 
divided into ſeveral ſtreams or Heads like the Nile (as before)making 
ſo many ſeveral Iſlands , which are low and full of Reeds , excep 
only the Ifland Satyri Boggore , which is ſurrounded on every ſide wit 
high Cliffs. Upon this Ifland we ſaw ſome Watch-houſes whic 
Stenko Radzin (even now remembred ) had cauſed to be built, to vi 
the approachment of his Enemies. However it was not inten

forewarned of any danger , but to prey upon the Perſia» Merchant "972 
| men, who were bound for C4frachan. From hence to the Circas- 
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Mountains we often ſounded and found it never more , or ſeldomleſs 
than 12 foot Water. All along the Coaſt we ſaw abundance of Wild- 

eſe Pelicans and other Fowl which now and then we beſtowed a 
file powder upon. Theſtrand was all grown over with Reeds, which 
grow toan incredible heighth, and the Water there we found deeper . 
than off at Sea, in ſomuch that it were very commodious, in a ſtorm 


for any ſmall veſſel to ſhelter themſelves , dropping anchor a litle 


without , for the Reeds break of the Winds and the 1mpetuous 
beatings of the Water. Inthe afternoon towards the Evening it 
began to thunder and rain very hard , the Wind was py high at 
South and by Eaſt , and our Courſe lay South and by Weſt, The 
Water all the. time beat over the Gunhil , and two men forced to 
heave out with their Backlers , though hardly to any purpoſe, for 
notwithſtanding all the pains they took the Shallop was ſtill full , the 
Tempeſt continuing to till 5 in the next morning , at what time it 
began to grow very calm and moderate, yet not ſo but that we were 
drivenwith a fine freſh Gale. The Water here is freſh and potable, 
and affoards all manner of Fiſh, that uſually breed in freſh Rivers , 
Pike, Carps, Breams , &c. Beſides Sturgeons, Seals and other crea- 
tures that will endure both. 

On the 15 weloſt theſight of Land ,- and came about midday into 
the Bay K /eſelarke , whichis otherwiſe called the Golden Bay the ſand 
whereof ſhines as fire, and is therefore by ſome called Kiſelarſehe Kolt- 
heh , which is no other than Goldex Bay. My curioſity was often to 
taſt the Water; ſometimes I found it laſt of Sulfur , ſometimes of 
valtpeter, and ſometimes of an od bitter taſt , whence I colle&ed 
that this came from the property of the Ground and bottom. The 
River Kiſelar is a Branch , or an Arm of the Buftro , riſing about 8 
Dwtch Leagues above Terki, and runs paralel with the Y/elza about 65 
leagues , ſodisbanding its floods into the Caſpian Sea. But now we 
wereina more deſperate Condition than ever , partly for that our ' 
dShallop was ſo loaden that we were not a foot above Water,and on the 
other hand wanted bread , for we had not above 6 or 7 pound-among 
all the Company. The Wind began togrow high and boyſtrons, and 
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towards the Evening we had a very rough Sea , every billow riſing 
Mountains high , inſomuch that with.continual pumping and laving 
we had much ado to keep the Shallop above Water , working ſome 
times 40r 5 together,and by taking turns relieved thoſe that were wea.f 
ry every hour with freſh men. The next morning we could fee no land, 
but let all be left to the mercy of G. OD. 
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On the 16 we had aſtiffgale, and failed before the Wind , whichf 


furthered us ſo, that by noon we deſcried Land : and foon after got 
ſight of a Dageſtan-Tartar's Barque , which we made up to, but when 
we came near it, it was run upon a Bank , and deſerted of the Men, 
which upon ourapproaching them, jump'd over board. We perces 
ving that it was only for us that they left their Veſſel z called out to 
them, and willed them freely to return and that we meant no harm; 
upon which they came back , 'and we pray'd them. to furniſh us with 
ſome bread for our Money, but they told us that they had not enough 
for their own Voyage however they gave us 6 litle Loaves, for which 


they would have no money , as alſo dried Pears and Plumbs which we 
thankfully received. This ſaid Bark was laden with Bales of Silk and 
bound for CAfrachan., which when we underſtood we gave them 

Caution, and told them that we verily beleeved that by. that time 
Aſtrachan was in hand of the Coſacks , and conſequently we could not 
judge it ſafe for. them to proceed on their Journey thither. [They 
thanked us for our Advice, and directed their Courle for Texky , that 
being alſo a good Market. Weagreed among our ſelves to follow the 
like courſe, withintent, atleaſt, to ſupply our want of Proviſion, 
not knowing whether the Town was taken in by. the Cofacks , or that 
it was ſtill under the Emperour. About 9 1n the Evening we anchored 
before the Town, and immediately upon our anchorage faw 10 or 
12 Soldiers come rowing towards us, but when they came nigh ſaw 
that we were well armed , offered not to do any violent AG, but only

You muſt come before the Lord Deputy : hereupon 
we made anſwer, That it Was then too late , but the next Morning betimes 
we would wait upon his Excellency. With this anſwer they ſeem'd to be 
fatisfied but we thought it not ſafe for us to tarry there long , but 
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before creek of day we looſed , and ſet our courſe S. and by W- 
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from the ſtrand. It has been 3 times ſurveyed and laid out. "The firſt ſcription 


time by the Ryſſes themſelves ; the ſecond time by one Cornelius Claaſy, 
a Dutch Ingenieur,about the year 1636 , whoalſo ſtrengthned the ſaid 
Town with Walls and Bulwarks after the modern way of Fortifica- 
tion : and in the year 1670 it was ſurvey'd and fortified anew by 
Colonel Baily , an Englich Gentleman , with huge ſtrong Bulwarks, and 
anda wideand deep Mote, encompaſſing it quite round. The City is 
ſeated ina Champan Countrey without either Wood or Hill fo far as 
one can view. The River is alſo called Terky by the Moſcovians , but by 
the Inhabitants Timenky. The Banks lying upon the Seaare all grown 
over with Canes,andrough. Terkyis a place of great Truſt, being the 
Kay or Barricado of the C7ars Dominions , for it lies on the Fronticrs 
of the Ruſlian Territories, and for that end has always a Garriſon of 
2000 Strelitgers. 

All the night it blew very hard , and in the morning we ſaw land 
-on each ſide. The Ifland which lay on the Larboard ſide we called 
WHeynders Wand , becauſe he was the firſt that diſcovered it. We 
ſteexed direatly through the Iſlands , and when we were about 20 
leagues within the Bay , we diſcovered high land , which we after- 
ward knew to be the famous Caucaſus and Ararat , which alſo border 
and extend tothe circas Hills , and failing a litle further we found 
that we were near the Quick -ſands , ſo that we were fain to tack 
about, and bear up to the Channel, where coming we ſounded and 


' foundit 2 fathom , anda good ſandy ground. Being juſt got thorow 


the ſtraits or narrow Channel , we looked about and diſcovered a 
great Bark making up toward us with all the Sail they could; which 
afterwards we underſtood was ſent by order of the Governour of Terk, 
to purſue us, having 62 Soldiers, andall well armed aboard , with 
a Charge from the Governour togive us no quarter , but to hack us in 


 Pleces, and to bring back the Shallop and Goods to Terky. We ſeeing 


them ina full purſuit thought it no time to dally , but laboured as 
hard as we could , till we got the Iſland Sier/az where we came to 
Anchor , and the Bark ſeemed to give over their chace. 

On the 18 ajz/o, betimes in the morning we ſet Sail , and indea- 
voured to gain the Highland , which before the Evening came , on

roachment of an Enemy in time of War. On that fide of the Town Dervent, 
which faces the Countrey are many Sepulchrets, or Tombs, ſom of 
an oblong form, and others ſemicircular , being in breadth abouta 
mans length and hollowed , ſo that a Man may eaſily ly in them. In 
this great Sepulchre was in times paſt a famous Battel fought, between 
Caſſan King of the Medes, and the Dageſtan Tartars , where the former 
had a notable overthrow , with the loſs of ſeveral Thouſand men, and 
the principal Heros and Leaders were buried in thoſe Tombs. Be- 


. tween this place and the Seais alſo another Plat of Ground , environed 


with a high wall, wherein are 40 Tombs, under which are ſo many 


' Perſian and Median Princes interred and made ſacred to Memory. 


Upon the Walls are ſeveral Flags pitched, and by eachan old Man 
to began Alms of ſuch as out of Devotion and a Religious Zeal come 
to vilitthis place, as it isthroughout all Perſia held very meritorious 
to viſit the Sepulchres and Graves of the Deceaſed. This Superſtition 
beſides that of Bathing is all the Ceremonies and Rules which their 
Religion preſcribes the Women, who receiv their Dire&ions and 
are injoined by their Parents and Husbands what to do, being ſeclu- 
ded out of the Moſquees. 

Within Derbent live no Chriſtians but altogether Mahometens, ex- 
cept a few [ewvs who boaſt themſelvs to be deſcended from the houſe of 
Benjamin: theſe commonly follow baſe and diſhonorable Traffic, as 
buying of Prize-goods and Booty taken art Sea, which the Dageſtars 
Tartays bring thithcr to market : 'Thereſt of the Inhabitants likewiſe «,,,; 
tradein buying and ſelling of Slaves that being the main and almoſt merkes 
only Mgtchandize they deal in, which they buy of the Dageffan Plagia-77**: 
ries and ſend all over Perſia, making an incredible gain thereof. Thoſe *- 
that are brought hither for Slaves are very unhappy, for they areno / 
more looked upon than an ugreaſonable Animal or Bruit : and when -

Beſides their low eſteem they have 
for Slaves asto their Perſons they are very unkind and void of Mercy, 
fo that were it not for the Loſs of ſo much money very few of thoſe 
wretched caitiffs would die a natural Death ; Thoſe people being by 
nature very prone to Anger, and beſides that too jealous to live upon:

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and I had but:had the ſame opportunity they had to be unchain'd 
we ſhould not have dallied long about a Reſolution , whether to 
ſtay or betake our ſelvs to flight, for it was not above 12 _ 
glich| miles from Derbene. We often contrived to break or file the 
Chain in ſunder, but the Links were ſo maſly that we durſt not at. 
tempt leſt we ſhould not perform it at one time. They were alſo 
taken by the Dageſtan-Tartars , which are reputed the more merciful, 
but we by the Calmucs, the one being under the 0f-zin and the 0. 
ther under the Scemkal. C. Brak was fold by the Scemkal for three 
years , after the expiration of which time his Patron was to have him 
again: His Wife whom the Prince had raviſhed /, was alſo taken 
from him and made uſe by the ſaid Prince for a Concubine, bein 

attired in Princely Habit, and had much favour ſhowa her. Bra 
therefore intending to make his eſcape, intimated his Deſign to his 
Wife; who would by no means aſſent tothe matter , becauſe of her 


. Child, and told him further that if he did offer to go that ſhe 


would dete&t the matter to the Prince. To this he replied, 
that inaſmuch as ſhe was taken from him they were never like to 
come together again, and that he probably for that reaſon ſhould 
be carried farther within Land , where he ſhould be out of all 


hopes of ever being redeemed; whercas on the contrary if ever he 


came to Derbent that there he ſhould not only himſelf be free, but 
alſo ſeek a mean to get her redeemed , yet all this was but in 


vain, for ſhe would not hear of it ; infomuch that he was fain to.

N the 29 were ſent out about 5o Slaves together with 
(Dow other free perſons to hew Wood in the Countrey , 
amongſt which my Patron ſent me alſo. We took our way, o=- 
ver the Mountains, having with-ustwo Carts, with 5 Oxen, 2 
Aﬀes and a Horſe, we had alſo feveral Renegados with us. All 
the Company went into the Wood ,-*and fell to work leaving 


"me alone to look to the Carts and: Proviſion. After they-had. 


been about 3 hours at work, I efpied a Troop of about 300- 
Men coming towards us, and thinking by the haſt they made towards 
us, that they were Robbers , I therefore called out to- them in: 
the Wood, to give them Notice that they might keep together. 
When I faw them come within Bow-ſhot of me I ran away as 


faſt as I could drive, which they ſecing me, ſenta Shaft ortwo, 


but they did not hit me. Having entred the Wood I met our: 
Company coming out gwho at firlt Routly reſifted , but finding 
that the Robbers fell on with a greater violence, and exceeded us 


| both for Arms and Number of Men, they thought good to re-- 


treat with as mach haſt as they could. We lefthere 12 dead, a-- 
mong(t which was a Pelish Renegado; beſides theſe that were kil-- 
led we.had 20 wounded , and loft all our Baggage , with Carts.

The next day I was ſent up into the Coyntrey to a place where' 


my Patron kept his Cattle , which I was to look after and drive 'F 
them up and down where I found the beſt Paſturage. When the ' 


Sun was gon down and I driving the Cattle to their Houſe, I met 
3 Robbers , who took three Cows away with them, ard tied my 


hands behind my back, ſo drawing me along; yet it was not long . 


before we met with 8 Gentlemen of Derbert, form whereof knew me, 


| being frequently at my Maſters houſe. Theſe therefore releaſed m8 


and retook the Beafts , ſo that I came ſafe home: for which kindneſs 
my Maſter gave them a Preſent , I ſuppoſe , of more value than 


what I'was fold for to him: : Unſpeakable was the kindneſs of my Pa: * 
tron that he had for me, for altho my Work was a litle ſervile and 
Slaviſh, yet my Bed and Table was Lordly ; and whatſoever I did 


whether well or ill, he always took it in good part, and would after 
that time , never fuffer me £0 go abroad to do any work, faying, 


that he beleeved that I was born under ſom malevolent Planet. To 
be brief I found my daily Taſk ſo eaſy, and my uſage ſo comfor- 


table, that were it not for the name of a Slave and that to a Uzrhome- * 


zan, I could 'not- havelived better abroad -in'any Place of the World, 
having Ile or no care upon my head. & 


About this time my Patron made preparation to take a Journey” 2|* 


for Scamachy, there to repair his Houſes which were thrown down 
with an Earth-quake in the year 1667. Oa the firſt of Seprember we 
were ready and ſet forward with a Caravan of 1800 Horſes, anda 
great number of Camels, Dromedaries , Aﬀes and other Beaſts 
of Carriage, having in Company ſeveral Thouſands of Men. The 
firſt day we paſſed over three Rivers, to wit Kurgani, Keſtar , and 
Sambur; whereof the fecond is the greateſt, running thro the Moun- 
tains of Elbur. This River divides 1t ſelfinto5 branches, or arms,

This gave a delicate ſound SEPT, 
in my Ear, being the only thing I deſired to hear of; and coming 67% 


home began to ſupplicate my Maſter that he would vouchſafe to 
ſell me into the Hands of the Poliſp Ambaſſadour, at which hEſcem'd 
tobealitle altered, and ſaid , John , conſider with your ſelf the nature of your 
requeſt : have you found ſuch hard uſage the time you have been With me? 
Why then would you go from me ? Go rather wich me to I{pahan , where, 
ſince you have once ſaved my life and in all shings elſe proved faithfull, 1 wil 
beſtow you upon ſom of your own Nation Without Redemption Money © or any 
thing elſe in ſtead of you, where you ſhall be aſſuredly free. But I ſtill re- 
membred the words of my Patroneſs Mltine ,' and had no great fto- 
mach to go for iſpahan with him: However with many thanks de- 
clined his Offer, praying him rather if he had the Kindneſs for me 
he profeſſed , that he would pleaſe tolet me have my requeſt herein ; 
for | longed mainly to be among Chriſtians. well, ſaid he, ſince you 
Will go, you ſhall, bur be aſſured you. ſhall not findbenter uſage than you have 


' here, alths it were with « Chriſtjan , | forſeoth]. As for this Bochday 


the Poliſh Miniſter , he is not ſo good a Chriſtian as you think , but a light 
vain Georgian , whom the King of Poland has _— zo the. Sophy , 
zo treat about a War With the Turks, but ſuch is his deportment here ; and 
remiſineſs im the Aﬀairs of the King his Maſter , that he will inall probability 

be called in queſtion about it, All this did not a whit daunt mefrom my * 
Reſolurion., for I gave him a certain allowance as to the Character 
he had given him; or, altho he had been ſuch a Perſon there was 
more hopes of my coming home thro. Xeſcovis:, ſooner than thro 
India, and ſo from Batavia. This Bechdan as I have been ſince infor- 
med had formerly a Command of Horſe under the King of Poland, and 
was ſo well acquainted with the Humor of the King, that be was im- 
ploy'd on this Ambaſſage, but much envy'd by the Polanders. The 


next day I was fold and delivered up to the Ambaſſador for 150 4bas, 


being the ſum Hadſy Birgm had paid for me to the Prince. Upon my 
taking leav of my Maſter, he wiſhed me happineſs, and withone 
told me that he was ſenſible the King of Polayd had Money enough 
to redeem a Chriſtian, otherwiſe he would have taken nothing for me. 
And now was none more happy than my felf in imagination, not 
thinking otherwiſe than ſuddenly to have my Freedom. On the 
I of November I was ſent for by the Ambaſſadour , where: being 
Hh "+6 
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introduced into the Parlor, he ſpeedily bad me ſit down, and fell 
to aſking many Queſtions about my Nation, and my coming to be 
a Slave. I told him all from the Beginning to the End. He then cal- 
led for a Bowl of Wine, and bade me drink. Whilſt I fat there, were 
two young Georgian Girls brought to the Door , who being ſtole 
by the Dageſtan Tartars , of handfom Bodies , and tolerable Beauties 
as alſo the Ambaſſadours own Countrey Women he had compaſſion 
of them and bought them for the value of roo Crowns. Theſe he 
kept for Warming Pans, and would upon Occaſion, when he made 
any Feaſt, cauſe them to dance : nor did they much ſeem to be con- 
cern'd at the Toſs of thoſe heavy burthens called Maidenheads, alth9 
the Art is to know where they firſt got rid of'em.

'@ + the 2 of November came the Siſter of the Ambaſſador, and 
this.

to keep them clean. If any offered ro complain he threatned to ſell 
them 'S Slaves, which tended to the great detriment of thoſe his 
Domeſtics, and Niſhonour of the King and Crown of Poland, This 
bredin the Poliſh Gentry ſuch diſsaffeQion that they reſolved often- 
times to have revenge; but as thoſe who know rhemſelvs conſcious 
of ſuch ill demeanor are ever in fear of their Perſons , ſo he who 
knew himſelf guilty of ſuch wicked doings , had always a certain 
number of his own Nation to ſecureand guard him. However they 
once finding opportunity , and being already com to the very Ca- 
taſtroph of Patience , began to hew him with their Scymiters and 


Axes ,as he ſhould goout of his Dining-Room, where they chopt rie.4m- 

and mangled him fo that he lay for dead upon the Floor , in the per 

Portic , having received 17 grievous Wounds , and loſt three Fingers amet 

of his Right hand: yet by the great diligence and {kill of his Chirur. death. |

geon who was thenat hand, he was reſtored to his former Healthand 
Sanity. This outrage as it could not but ingender bad blood , ſo 
it rendred the Ambaſſadour much more deſpightfull than before , and 
that very night to be revenged, ſent a Georgian Soldier to Paniegros , 
a Poliſh Gentleman , who was as Aſliſtent in this Ambaſſage , and 
equally 1mpowered to treat. with the Miniſters of State at the Per 
ſian Court , and therefore reckoned by the other as an obſtruftion 
in the Promotion of his Intereſt, as well as his being ready to repre- 
ſent the Occaſion of theſe Tumults to the King , in ſuch manneras 
might tend to his diſadvantage : yet it ought to be underſtood of 
this Gentleman , that he neither gave incouragement , nor knew 


any thing of that extravagant Action. The Georgian having obtai« p,;e. 
ned entrance, ran to his Bed-ſideand theremoſt inhumanly murthe- ge,'s 


red him whilſt aſleep. This Paziegros was a Gentleman of 2 brave 


condutt, and withall of a meck temper, having purchaſed the Love mes | 


even of thoſe that ſeemed tobe his Lot-enemics for hisprudentand: 
civil deportment , He had lived for ſom years together at Amler- bed, 
dem, and ſpoke very good Nether-durch, The reſt of the. Poliſh Na- 
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». "tion "were taken and ſecured , ſom whereof were faſt in Chains, 
' Nor-with this did the Ambaſſadorhold up , but dayly revenged him- 


ſelf of the Poles, which he uſed as Slaves; and the more to over aw 
them liſted ſeveral Georgjans-Soldiers to guard his Body. The Prince 
of Scamachy now ſenſible of the Differences and {ad diſorder of affairs, 
took upon himfelf the Ofhice of a Mediator and adjouſted the mat- 
ter ſo well, that the impriſoned Parties were ſet again at liberty: yet 
were no better uſed than before as to their Suſ-and Maintenance, 
whereas one Man might eaſily eat the Allowance he gave for 8. He 
on the Contrary continued: a-Junketting with thoſe of his own Na- 
tion, that an 'Ox a day would nothave been too much, if it were not 
for varietic and change of Diet.. He bought 13 Kine which he ſent 
out into the Field, and fet me to look after them, but finding my 
ſelf at a loſs for Vi&uals,. I aſſumed theliberty to tell his Excellency 
that he muſt pleaſe to ſtud me ſomthing to eatin the Ficld, Hisanſwer was :

- Ontthe 11 to my great Aſtoniſhment and Joy I ſaw our Captain 
Butler , together with Cornelius the Gunner , F. van Termmund, Chriſtian 
Brand, Lewis Fabritins and Peter Arentſs coming into Scamachy; upon 
which in all haſt I ran to bid them. welcom and ſalute them, alth6 
the Captain ſhowed himſelf much difpleaſed at us, forthat we (as he 
alleadged) went away without his leay and order, and not waiting 
for him: to which I replied , Czp14in you cannot forget what your Order 


was , That We ſhould not ſtay fo much as a quarter of an hour for any one, after 


the Gates were ſhut , but if any transgreſſion of your Order muſt be imputed 
$0 us, it muſt this that we ftay'd kf art for you, _ not FR. Bk 
any thing of you , we concluded that you were either killed in the Tumult , ov 
had made your eſcape fom other way ;, we then not holding it ſafe far us t6 
make any longer delay , thought it more prudence to*put off than 1o ſtay till it 
Was dey light, &c. Withtheſe and other reaſons I gave himhe ſeemed 


to be ſatisfied , and promiſed to do all that lay in his powerto pro- - 
cure our Redemption, as from that time forward he laboured ver 


much to do. : And this was: the reaſon , that my intended Journey

hen the Captain ſaw there was no _ to procure our Re- 
cou; 0 at Scamachy., he purpoſes to go for 1/pahan, and addreſs 
himſelf to the King ;. the more for that the Commiſlioners of the 
a Indi« Company might afliſt him. He therefore took up ſeve- 
Abes of an Armenian , for which he muſt have pay'd 25 per 
Cent more at 1/pahan: heleft I, van Termund at Scamachy for ſecurity. 
. On the 18 Chrifien Brand by the interceſſion of 1. van Termund , 
was taken to board 1n the .Poli/h Ambaſladars Houlc, giving good ſe- 


curity for the ſame at Scamachy. 


Mean while the Brothet of the ſaid Ambaſſador went a ſecond 
time to Court, for to get the conſent of the Scach in changing ofhis 
Religion., but the reſult was as unwelcom to him as the former , 
with an expreſs order to depart immediatly for Poland, and to give 
a reaſon of his.delay. This news as it was very unacceptable to him, 
for. that he was ſenſible how affairs would be repreſented at vr” ap We 
there being a Courier diſpatched off from the Scach to the K. of 
Poland; ſo was it alſo very welcom and acceptable news for the op- 
preſſed Gentlemen in his Retinue. Nor did this outwardly appear 
at the Perſians Court , for upon ſuch occaſions they never acquaint 
any Forreign Miniſter with any dislike , but intimate it by their own 
at the Court from whence they are ſent in ſuch Quality , whence 
they expe Satisfa&tion. This when Bohdar underſtood he ftudicd 
all means to avoid going back to#/# ſaw, and aſked meif I thought 
that the Ef India Company , or their Direftors there, would con- 
ſent to let him imbarque there for Helland? My reply was that I did 
not belcey it would be r—_yr ,and fold him ſeveral Prgcedents for 
it, as alſo the improbability of the thing ſince their Intereſt was ſo

But the Am- 
baſſador willing to get in his Money andthe Char not ina Capacity 
to pay it upon demand, the Ambaſſador ſent his Brother to 1/pahan 
to make complaint to the Schach, which when the Chan had under- 
ſtood, ſenta Poſtafter him , who intreated him toreturn back , u 
promiſe of Payment, and full Solution both of Stock and Intereſt. - 
On the 2r came a Perſian to Scamachy with William Barentſy Khpper 
our Chief-Mate , who had been taken by the Tartars and ſeverely 
uſed all the time. 'The faid Perſian offered him to the Poliſh Ambaſſa- 
dor who on the 3ot> bought him. The Scemkal had firſt ſold him ts 
a Perſian of Bach for 150 eAbas. This new Patron ſet him: to keep 
Cattle , in a Paſture , between Derbens and Scamacby,, where upon 
our Journey to Scamaechy I faw , but knew him not. He had z y 
churliſh fellow to his Patron , and therefore attempting ſeveral 


now being redeemed came unexpedtedly out of the Frying

Upon the firſt day of anuary 1671, on which day weuſuallyin 
our own Countrey wiſt one another Happineſs: we were aware of

Bells, ſinging Hymns all the way till they came over the Puley LAm- 
bery (a Bridge ſo called) where they fate down. On the morning very 
early che Biſhop came out with great -Pomp and ſung Maſs, after 
which an Oration was made ſuiting the Day , being Epiphany, 
which he performed with great Zeal and Pains. After that was a Feaſt 
which they call Chalſe Schuran, or Dipping of the Croſs. 
--- Theſe / Aprons Of were performed as follows: On each ſide the 
River were placed the Chans Guards, and all the Soldiery, topre- 
vent any Tumult or abuſe of the Armenizns, who pay dear enough 
For the ſame. After the Chay had taken his placein a Tentexpreſſly. 
provided for that Prince , and the Watch ſet in good order. the 
Biſhop went to beg permiſſion , before which obtained he dare not be- 
gin. So ſoon as the Token was given, ſome of the £Armeniens ran 
naked into the Water , and cut up the Ice with Bills; the Biſhop 
all the while continues Rading and the Common people ſing. After 
this they begin to play upon Bels and Cymbals, then the Biſhop 
ſtepping ſoftly to the River ſide, pour#in Oyl and Water. Then 
he took a litle Silver Croſs, ſet with Diamonds and other precious ' 
Stones , which he dipt 3 times in the Water: 'This done he took 
-a ſtaft [or Croſier] and ſtretched it ſeveral ways over the River, pro- | 
nouncing ſeveral BenediCtions. Immediately upon this all the 
People ran together, and ſtrove who ſhould be firſt at the River to 
-drink and waſh their Faces. This was obſervantly don of all ſorts 
of People, young and old,.

ſoundneſs of Body. All the Winter long I was not permitted to come 
in the Kitchin , much leſs at the Stove , ſo that I had no way to warm 
my felf, unleſs when I found ſom pieces of woodamong the Rub-' 
bith which I lay together and made a Fire of; but what was worſt 
I durſt not for my life complain, however with the approachment 
of the acceptable Summer ſeaſon I was eaſ'd of that one hardſhip.

On the 21 we received a Letter from one of our Company , who 
was a Slavein Scemkal,. altho there was no name ſet to it, at which we 
wondred ; yet did beleeve it was Anthony Munſter the Diamond-cutter.. 
The Contents was , © That he underſtood how that there were 2 
*© Dutch Chirurgeons at Stamachy , whom he intreated to redeem 
« him, and he would order the Money to be paid at Moſcow. The Letter 
was delivered to us by order of the Chan, but we had not the Power: 
to doany thing forhim; yet underſtood not long after , that the ſaid 
Munſter was carried to I/pahan as Captiy , or Slave. 

On the 25 we got a Letter from Meyndert Meyndertſz one of our 
Company , which was directed to my Patron Bochden : the Contents 
thereof being much at one with the former ; :yet he gave no other 
account of his. faſt Reſidence, than that he was a Slave and lived not 
far from Derbent , where being a Smith by his Frade he made Wea- 
pons for his Maſter. He was afterwards bought by a Perſian of Bacthn , 
and ſince redgemed by. 7, van Termund. 

The next day happened a Fray between 2 Georgians, the Ambaſ- 
ſadors Countreymen , who hacked and hewed ſolong with their Scy.. 
miters till they had hardly a free hand-breadth in their Bodies that 
was not wounded, nor could our Ambaſſadour part them, notwith- 
ſtanding all the means he could uſe, 'whereasevery one has the Free- 
dom to right himſelf in ſuch caſes, : 

On the 31 at night we had another great Earthquake, accompa-

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The next day wegot Tidings by wayof. Terky, that Aftrachan was MAR: 
retaken by the { Ar. Dukes Forces, and, that ſeveral Thouſands '*?": 
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of the Rebells were executed ; but hearing thoſe news ſo often rela- 
ted and afterwards found them to be bur falſe Rumors, ſuppoſed 


to be diſperſed by ſome Perſons whoſe Intereſt had dependence chan, 


thereon , we could not ſo eaſily be induced to take this upon Credit , 
and therefore, acquieſced in the Indifferency of the matter till we 
had a Confirmation.

N the 3o dito, by Gods good Condutt we ſet forward , with 

the whole Caravan, which conſiſted of 2000 Men, or upwards, 
ahd about 1000 Camels and Horſes of Carriage. My Matter alſo 
had 2o Horſes of his own in particular loaden with Cheſtnuts ; for a 
Preſent to the King of Perſia, for one having any Matter , or Aﬀair 
at Court never appears before cither the Scach, or any ſubordinat 
Prince , empty handed. Our way was over very high and ſteep hills : 
amongf} which we found the Sepulchre ofa great Perſian Saint called _ 
Pyr Mardechan , being at the foot ofthe Mountains of Faherlu. The 
Countrey here about lies waſte and defart, there being neither In- 
habitant, nor Proviſion to be had by the way, ſo that we madeall 
the haſt we could to get the Carawanſers, This hard travailing was 
not very unwelcom to us, becauſe that the weather was cold , althd 
ſom of the Horſes being heavy loaden and tired were left behind. 
About the Evening we came to Ka/ily where we took up our nights

Having ſtaid one night at X44, we ſet forward and about 8x 
clock the next evening came to a fair Village called: T72waar , on 
T7z4yat,-as ſome call it, whichis fo muchas toſay , a Thorow-fares 
becauſe that here is -the Paſſage which brings over the grand River 
<IAraxes, and here every one 15 to ſhow his Paſport , out of ſear that 
ſome Turks ſhould flip over with the. Caravan, of whom-the Perſia 
is alwates jealous, and are conſtrained to take fharp notice of every 
particular Perſon. At.this place isa long Bridge'made'of Keels , and, 
thwarted with maſſy Planks , that are faſtned together with great Bolt 


and Chains ; which for better ſecurity 1s guarded with a good 


number of Soldiery. When we were tranſported over the ſaid River, 
we took our Nights-reſt in the Open-tields. f 
The River 'A4raxes takes its head about the high Mountains between

Kur, as it is vulgarly called, riſes in the Mountains,of Georgzs, 
or: Gurgiſtan. -Araxes is reckoned to be one of the ſwittelt Rivers. 
all Aja, very. deep and. good Water. Caraxes allo receives ſeveral 
other noble, Rivers, to. wit, Caraſu, Senki, and Kern. Arpaz . About 
the Mouth of Caraſ# it is at the deepeſt , but about a league from 
Ordabath it makes a horriſonant roaring and a'moit hideous murmur; 
where it receives the floods of the famous Mochan, which River, v 
well as.the A4raxes, abounds with various kinds.of Fiſh. The Banks 
which in moſt Places mount very high, are all grown ore with the 
fhrud Glzzyrrhiza, a kind of. Liquirice, as alſo Liquirice of the com- 
mo 
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mon kind , but far thicker than either the Spaniſh, German , or that- xor. 
F which is brought from 44ſcome , for I have ſecn ſom of it that was 397%: . 
* thicker than my Arm. 


On the 3 of November we travailed 5 leagues over the Heath of 
Mochan , and ſaw by the way many Hurdles and Boors Cottages , but 
durſt not call at any to provide our felvs with Refreſhments » being. 
ſenſible of the perils, - for hither are all thoſe ſent to Exale whom the 
S:ach thinks good to baniſh, and hither reſort all the Mutineers ; fo 
that theſe like the Bandirri in the Alps , render the way very unſafe 
and incommodous to travel , ſomtimes ſurprizing and aſflailing the 
Caravans, when they find themſelys of Force enough, or the Caravars 
too weak to withſtand'em. 


On the 4b. djro, we ſet forward, and in the way found the Riyer Multi 
Baltharus, which for Greatneſs gives place to all the before named ; Toroiſer 
but , for the Multitudes of Tortoiſes that are taken here about , no leſs _ 
famous nor inferiour to any other in all the ſurface of the Countrey. ary. 


All along the Banks we ſaw holes and caves whichthoſe Animals.had 
made in the Sand , the ſhoar- appearing, like a Coney-borrough. 
Theſe Caves have their mouth or entrance alwaies to the Southward , 
where they lay their Eggs. On the Countrey through which this Ri- 
yer ſoftly glides we ſaw ſeveral Cottages or Tents, as we did the day 
before , but found the Inhabitants harmleſs and very poor, | yet mers 
ry andjocund, the Children were ſtark naked,and the Menand Wo- 
man had hardly cloaths enough to cover their middle. They received 
us in very friendly manner according to their ability, bringing us 
Milk for our ſelvs, and Provender for the Camels and Horſes, which 
they fold ata very mean and incon{iderable Price, conſidering under 
what neceſlity we were then. This day we travailed 6 [ Dutch Leagues. 

Oathe5 we travailed about as far as we did the day before, but were 
fain to take up our Lodging under the great Canopy. ot Heaven, 
ſeiting down with the whole Caravan, near ſom Water-pitts, where 
k% found good paſturage for the Beaſts, conſidering the ſeaſon of- 
ene year, | 

The next day we found an end of the Heath 2eoktan, and had

( or toſay more properly, infamous) for Whores, who have here thei 
Reſidence, and ply all over the Town, and in the Carawanſeras , ant 
are reckoned as a Corporation or Gild. Theſe are all Poeteſſes b# 
Occupation, ſom Compoſing Elogies and Hymns in the Praiſe of # 
andHoſſeyn , others do make Encomiums , ſetting out the Noble Deeds 
of the Scach, and others dance naked before the Chan. &c. Thele & 
all that ever have ſeen in my Life are the moſt impudent, and ſen 
ſual, for they perceiving me to bea Stranger, peſter'd me as I wen 
along the Streers, and gave me work enough to keep their Hands ov 
of my Codpiece. Moreover ſo ſenſual and beaſtly have I obſerved then 
to be by their Converſation with young-men , who are not ſhie, or it 
theleſt aſhamed althoat noon day in the middle of rhe Street, that!

The Carawanſeras, or Inns, 
of Ardebil are very numerous , and thoſe frequented each with a 
diſtin& ſort of People , as Turks, Tartarians and Indians, who ſojourn 
toand again , upon the account of Merchandiſe. In &rdebilare many 
fair 24e:7ids , or Temples, whereot one my call. Aaine ſurpaſſes 
all the reſt, being founded upon the Top of a Hill inthe middleof 
the Town, and beſides that graced with a pompous' Tower, which 
outbraves all the reſt in the City, reariag its Top aloft to an excece- 
ding great Height. This Temple is thought worthy only to be 
viſited on Fridays, which according to the, Inſtitutionof Agahomet 
1s their Sabbath; and from hence it has it's name. Before this Tem- 
ple is a Fountain brought by an AqueduCt from a Place about 5 
Feneliſs) miles without the City, at the Charges of Muhemed Riſathe 
Rochtaf, or Chancellor of Perfia. The deſign thereof is that every one 
willing to viſit the Holy Sepulchre muſt firſt waſh himſelf there.

In Ardebil are many excellent Hot-baths , which bring,in no ſmall 
profittothe Owners ; my Maſter alſo made frequent uſe of the.ſame ,

But about.3 [Duh] miles without Ardebd are certain Hot wells, . 
proceeding. from a. ſulphurous quality of the; Earth; Theſe areex;*

convey'd thither in Pipes and Conduits. Theſe Baths ſo tempered 
are reputed very good againſt the Itch, Biles , and other external

go with him , bidding me takea Horle ,1o that I wasas well mounted Fc,

A little of 
before we came at thoſe Wells, we ſmelled a ftrong ſmell of Brim-{,, 
ſtone, and heard the Water bubble up and boil.

tomy good Maſter Hadſi Byramy to take my leav of him, with a Thouſand 
Fhanks for his many Favours: I defired chimalſo tolet fomgowith 
me'to ſhow me the: Purch Lodge,' which he with great willingneſs 
atſehted to, and ſent one of his Slaves withme. 

"Fhus I went with Monſr. Lewis Fabritzzs and Chriſtian Brandt to the 
Lodge, where for that time the Heer Frederic Bent of Enkhuyſen was 
Chief Factor for the Eft India Company, Monſre Kaſenbroo; of  Rhee- 
en ,"Second , or Under-FaCtor, and Mr. Hubert Balde of Amfterdam 
Aſſiſtant. When we came at the Gate we found a Black ; who was 


$ the Porter , and ſpoke very good Nether-Dnich whom we defired 


to make our coming known; which when he had don, we were 


admitted in, and very friendly received by the ſaid Gentlemen , who. 


invited us to ſtay there , which without much refuſal we accepted 
with many Thanks. They brought us forthwith. into a very ſtately 
Room hung with Tapeſtry , and furniſhed with Beds , where we 
lay; and had alſo Victuals and Firing provided us, with what elſe 
was necefſary. Beſides that they ſhow'd us all imaginable Friendſhip 
and Divertiſements, taking great delight to hear our manyEvaſions 
and Deliverancesfrom ſuch hard Adventures, I haveel{where adviſed 
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how that being at Scamachi, we had a Letter from one of our Cor 
pany, to which was ſetno name; yet preſumed that it was from Cy 


thony Munſter the Jeweller. The certainty thereof I underſtood here 
as alſo how he was brought to 1/pahan. Being com to 1ſpahan, hisP 


tryn wrought very hard upon him to renounce Chriſtianity , anf. 


embrace the cMahoweran Faith , promiſing him upon his fo. doing 
to eſteem him for his San, to giv him one of his Daughters in Mar 
rage , and a conſiderable Dowry , beyond what was cuſtomary i 
thoſe Lands. All theſe the young Man declined, faying , that neithe; 
Promifes nor Threats. ſhould ever prevail with him and therefor 
begg'd of him to reſt contented. His Patron finally marking, that h 
was not flexible ta eſpouſe that Religion , he began to peſter and 
opprefs him with all mannex of Cruclty that he could invent, inſc

I have ſecn inall Peſiz,, being, withit's Suburbs wp 
and all 16 hours going in circuit _ 48 Enzlifh: Miles | It isbut 1, 
very weakly fortthed , the Walls being _ of Earth andſloaping 
inward , ſo that at Fop they arenotaboves-Foot thick; the Trench 
or Ditch. 1s alfo very. narrow, and- in. the Summer ſo-ſhallow that the 
Children wade through. it., and ſfomtimes it is wholly dry: fothat 
this City ſeems toear no: Enemy or forreign: Invaſion, truſting; ts 
the potency and number of Inhabitants. 
On the South and South-weſt ſtde itis watered with the Senderat., 
a. reaſonable great: River riſing from the Demewend Mountains, 
which coming here is led: thro the Town by Pipes and Subterranean: 
Aqueducts , for Kitchinand other uſes, altho in Gardens and Gentle-- 
mens Houſes they have Fountains apart. There is alſo aBranchof 
this River that runs thro the Park whereinare Harts, and other Beaſts 
of chace: this Park or Warrand they call Hozarrzieris. Another arm 
of the River is brought under Ground thro the Tzarbag, or Royal 
Garden. Not far from hence is a fair Stone Bridge which lies. over 
the River, wherein is great variety of rare Workmanſhip. Beſides 
the Senderut , there is another River, or rather Aquedugd&t, called '_A4b- 
keren, begun by Schach Abas and not yet finiſhed , which is fetched 
trom beyond the Mountains of Demawende, About the making of 
Kr 2 this 
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this Aquedutt were morethan a 1000 Men continually at Work , each 
Man having "about 74 ferl.a day wages, yet what with the Violence 
of unuſual Floods, and what with the Forreign Warrs in which this 
Prince was involved , the work was totally laid aſide after a 3 Mo. 
neths labour. But the Chans, and Deputies who were more at leiſure, 
{ceing the work ſo detarded joyntly lent their Aſſiſtance to carry on 
this laudable Deſign, in which they ſaw the King took ſo much de 
light , maintaining ſo many Men at their proper Expences. The 
Difficulty they met with was unſpeakably great , having hard Rocks 
of Flint and Marble to cut thro , beſides much riſing and falling 
Ground , which they had to make equal. But the work being brought 
within 600 Paces of the "Town the King died, and his Succeſſor, 
whoſe inclinations were quite of another ſtrain , had no mind to finiſh 
it infomuch that it remains ſtill as it was when Schach CAbas died. 

The Streets of [{ſpahan were formerly very wide , but when the 


abovementioned 4bas, King of Perſia, removed the Imperial Throne 


from Caſwin hither , he was followed by ſo many Gentry and others 
that had their Appendency from the Court , that whole Rows 0 
Houſes were built in the middle of every Street , making by that one 
Street into 2. It is exceeding populous , inſfomuch that many times 
when one would paſs thro the Mayaar or Baſar he muſt be tanto itay 
a long time , before he gets paſſage. The AMayzdan, whichis a place 


. ſerving as our Exchanges, 1s.very large, being 700 Paces long , and 


250 broad, and yet too little by far to contain the vaſt Multitudes 
which dayly have recourſe hither about different Buſinelfes, On ti« 
Welt fide towards the Kings Palace are many fair Galleries , Piazzas 
and Arches, whercall the Goldſmirhs and Jewellers have their Shops: 
and before the ſaid Piazzas are planted many Palm- Trees to ſecure 
them from the vigorous heat of the Sun. On the Eaft fttde 1s another 
Gallerie with many fairArches,whereall ſorts of Mechanics work in the 
open ſight of all. Right over againſt this ſaid Gallerie is a Tiriumphal 
Arch erected , where the Kettle-drummers., 'Trumpetters and Fifers 
fit, and play when the King goes out, or in, as alfo upon the In- 
troduCction ofany forreign Prince , Chan, or Amvaſſador. 

In the middle of the My4an which is not far from the great Gare of 
the Palace isa Great Maſt like a May-pole planted , on the i'op where-

ney came at night to a good and very commodious CaraWarſera: 
where we took our Reſt. Near this Place was a Fiſh-pond in which 


ſom of our company got great ſtore of Fiſh on a ſudden, with a Hook 


and Line., for they were alwaies provided therewith to uſe whe 
occaſion and opportunity concurred. | 

The next day it blew hard: and was intermixed with, ſhowers 0 
Rain, ſo that we had very bad travailing and almoſt wearied out

Beſides my good Fortune to enjoy the Company of ſuch Friends 


I was further obliged by freſh kindneſles, they oftering me alwaiesiii 


to cat with them, till we came to our Journeys end, which was no 


ſmall happineſs for me, conſidering my mean Condition , and great 


ſtrait, being very ſhort of Moneys and almoſt in deſpair of coming 
to Gameron with the Charge I had upon me. I cannot but tell you 
how much I was aſhamed to be' fo careſſed by Strangers, who had 
nothing to expect irom me, and loath I was to be ſo burthenſom to 
them of whoſe hands I had not deſerved the ſmalleſt friendſhip and 
kindneſs that they manifeſted towards me , yet being ſo cruell

Having ſufficietly taken our reſt at 8charim, we fet forward 
had very. good weather , travailing all the day long throa flat Co 
'trey, and by the way ſaw many Noblemens houſes , and here x 
there a Grove of Date trees, and many fair Orchards, fo that 
was the moſt pteaſant days Jonrney we had nome, on Here 
met a huge Caravan conſiſting of a great Troop of Men, Came 
Mules ,. and Sumpter-Horſes loaden with rich 1zdiza» Wares. T 
ſaid Caravan came from Gammeron,and intended to go by thefameP 
we. came, being bound for Scamachy and Sw 7. In this compa 
met accidentally with a Perſian who had bin our Neighbour at 
machy , and delivered him two Letters ,. the one tor my Maſter 


- had reaſon to beleey, ro murther us all wiulit we were aſleep. "WF 
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tin altwe they did not at firſt make any afſaulrbut deferred their purpoſe wg, 
| ill midnight, thinking perhaps , that we not ſuſpetting them might 1672. 
8 my 4 ſupine, and judging our felvs ſecure, grow ſo negligent as to fall 
4 ofikep ; but we thought good to ſet a narrow Watch and kep our 
Þlvs in a readineſs all the N ight, with Weapons in our hand , for fear 
if a ſudden aſſault. About midnight they fell in and fought out- 
ht , ſo that 5 of our Men lay preſently under Feet , being 1n all

th huge Stones , and with all our Carbines and Blunderbuſles - 
ured in ſhot upon them, ſo long , till they began to beg for Quarter, re 
ich we reſolved not to giv them, but promiſed themthe liberty R«%rs 
com forth and. to. ſtand to our mercy. In the mean while we had fer, 
ſerved that ſeveral. of them lay dead and wounded. After they had 
dulted a while among themſclvs they reſolved to com forth, but 
uſed to let them com all together , but one by one : keepinga nar- 
w watch at the Door that they ſhould not ruſh out altogether. Ha- 
g got them out they were very patientand ſuffered usto ty them 
K to back, Thoſe that were wounded 'we killed outright ; and 
Sawhen it began te be light we ſet forward on our Journey , taking 
E reſt veing abov 20 along with us; and coming to a Grove of Date- 
ſees,there hung them up by the heels,and ſtripping off their Cloaths rze;r 
hed off their Noſes, Ears and Hands, which we nailed'toa Tree as Pniſ 
pouments andRelicts of Roguery,andlefttheBodies hanging. How 200g 
came tobe ſo happy as toconquer thoſe Villains was no{mall won- 
rto me,fincethere was never a man among the Company that fought 
ithany other Order than as his Courage led him, ſo that we ſee what 
n will do and can atchieve, when Life and Goods lie at the ſtake.

E tarried here till the 17 of Hay, on which day we receiv 
_ an Order from the Governour to depart with the Ship ZuyÞ 1

"MW or 8 days time, and fo to fail together for Holland.

N the 28 of May we left Moſcou and with a ſmall Boat fell down the Rivec 
Occa , till we came at Degenof, being the Wharf where the Ship and 
Yacht were built which we found ready tor a Launch. ' 

ON the 6 of [une we lerfail with our Ship, and Yacht coming the day following 
before Niſen Novogoroa, where the River Occa incorporates with the Wolga. In 
the mean while we had run our ſelvs a ground three or 4 Times, but that was more 
thrd the unſ{kilfullneſs of the Pilot than the Badneſs of the River, which is deep 
and navigable: as alſo on cach fide inhabited and grown with Woods. The 


- - name of the Gentleman who reſided at Niſen as Waywoed, or Governour , was 
BS Haxim Tvanowitz, Nachokkin, who made us very welcom and according to their 
F cuſtom ſcnt us ſeveral Diſhes of Meat, alſoduring the time welay there ar Anchor 


came ſeveral times aboard us; and at our departure convoy'd us down ſom part 
of the River , and ſupplied the Officers with Neceflaries and Refreſhments. 
> HAVING the adyantage both of Wind and ſtream we arrived the Firſt of 
[9 before the month of the River Caſanka , which isabouta mile from Caſan. 
ere we broke our Cables, and with muck ado made faſt to the thore with a ſingle 
Rope: We had alſo loſt our Bowſpriet among the Trees in falling down the Occ. 
The Waywods name of Caſan was Turien Petrovitz, Trobieckay, a liberal Gentle- 
man and notatall incomitable; he treated vs ſeveral Times at his own Houſe, and 
upon our Departure gave us ſom Proviſion aboard us. Afer 15 days aboad here 
welooſed and paſled by ſeveral fair Towns, as Camnuſchinka, Doſoroſza and others 
too long to relate. This ſaid Camuſchinks is lately built by Order of the Czaar, 


& deing fortified D5amond wile by Collonel Thomas Bailey, an Englizh Gentleman: 


It's end is to prevent the Irruption of the Coſacs , the River Camuſchinkarunning 
into the Dor. 

ON the 1; of Auguſt we got ſight 'of Aftrachan, and on the 14came before 
the Town where we gave the Salvo with all our Cannon and 60 Muſquets, andin 
the Evening dropped Anchor in the Road, near the Town. We had beforegot 
Ivtelligence how that the Coſacs had appeared upon the Wolga, but;coming to 
Aſtrachan were further informed how that the Ruſes weregon out againſt them, 
m which Expedition were 50 Stroegs and about 3000 Men, under the Command 
of Knees Simenn Tvanowitz, Geboof , who was the third Voyce , or ſuftrage of 

Cz y Aſtra- 
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Aſtrachan. It is now 3 years ſince the firſtrifing of the Coſacks in which time thy 
have depopulated many fair Towns upon the Caſpian Sea, and abouta year agay 


had taken in /aick, a City belonging to the Czar, where they had beſides man 


Inſolencies committed killed and diſpatched abov 8000 Men by cruel and unheard 
of Torments, amongſt whom was one Dutch Officier , of known fame for his goo 
Condudt. | | 
IN Perſia they had taken in and demoliſhed 3 Citys, and moſt barbarouſly ma. 
ſacred the Inhabitants, and growing both in number and power were becom ye 
formidable, both to the King of Perſia and the Great Duke. They were headedby 
one Stenks (or Stephen) Radzin, a diſcontented Perſon and one of great Power, 
as to his proper Abilitics, bearing a Soveraign Aw among them, About 14 day 
before our Arrival at Aftrachan, he had taken a coſtly Perſian Boes, valucd # 
ſeveral Tuns of Gold, in which were Horſes and ſ(eycral other Preſents ſent from 
the King of Perſia to the Great Duke of Moſcovy. 
ON the 15 as the Waywod of Aſtrachin was aboard our Ship came an Expreſs, 
bringing news that Radzin and the Coſacs had ſubmitted themſelys to the Gre 
Duke, upon which the Waywed gave order that we ſhould fire our Guns, which 
we did. The ſaid Letters further mentioned how that they had deliycred the Horkg 
belonging tothe Great Duke to the Ruſſian General. | 
ON the 19 came/3 Coſacs into Aftrachaz in very coſtly Attire and with gret 


pomp , whereof the youngelt was the Orator, The Waywood aftera long TreayY 


aſſured them of being eſtabliſhed in the Great Dukes Fayour, Bur it ſeemed thit 
they had ſom diſguſt, becauſe they were not formally introduced, as is cuſtomary 


with all Ambaſſadors and Legates. The Waywod excuſed it, ſaying «© That he himF 


«© ſelt was a Bojar, and reſided there in quality of 1/aywod , yet at his firſt taking 
« that: Dignity upon him was not introduced by his Predecefſor, nor the Nobilig 
© of Aftrachan, which was Argument and Token that he was not to do the likety 
others. When the Conference was over, the7y/aywod invited them to his Hoult 
and gave thema ſplendid Treat. 

ON. the 21 early in the Morning came the Ruſſian Fleet before the Town conſs 
ſting of 53 Stroegs, or Rowing-Barks: upon each Stroeg was only one Picced 
= mn. but thoſe in the Rere had 2, to wit, one before and another abak 
Aboard each were ſo many Streliszers (which are the Soldiery) that they could nat 
mov. if there: had bin occaſion, to doany execution. The faid Fleet by order ofthe 
Waywod came to Anchor on the other fide of the River. About 3 inthe Afternood 
came the Coſacs, conſiſting in 2 3 Sail and a conſiderable number ot Men, Upon thett 
Arrival we had an order from the 1/aywod to receiv 200 Strelitzers aboard unde 
our Standard , who placed themſelvs in order round about the Ship. The Ruſſia 
Army then looſed and came: before the City, giving the Salve withall their gre 
Guns at. once, with aboy 3000 Muſquets: which the Coſacs anſwered with thelt 
Cannons and Muſquets; upon which they in the City put out a white Flag , which 
was a Token for us to Fire, which we did with all our great Guns, and about 200 
Muſquets. Mean while the Maſter of our Ship fell over board, but was takenup 


again , tho with much ado, for the weather was a little tempeſtuous, Soon after 
the 
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the Ruſſians gave fire a ſecond time and came cloſe up toour Ship; upon which we 
paye firc for the laſt time with 13 Gunsand 200 Muſquets. The Coſacs rowed off, 
and came to Anchor where the Ruſſian Fleet rodeat firſt, 

ON the 22 inthe Morning betmes, the Coſacs rowed up the River, and were on 
2 ſudden out of fight: and that morning iſſued a Proclamation that none ſhould have 
any Commerce or Converſe with them. On the 2 3 came Radzz7 himſelfin Perſon 
into Aftrachan and was ſaluted by all the Gentry: the Waywod was alſo council'd* - 
to bring the Ammunition and Standard of the Rebells into the City, which he reſolv'd 
upon. Mean while came news tothe 1/aywod that Radzin was drunk, whereupon 
he gave order that they ſhould endeayor by good and gentle words to get him 
out of Town: he being very unruly when oyertaken with Liquor, , in which mood 
he had deſtroyed many Men, bothof his own Rout and others. But the Inſolencies 
he had committed during this Uproar cannot be recounted , alths *tis ſaid that 
beſides the many Thouſands of the Great Dukes SubjeRs he had cauſed to be maſ- 
fcred, whereof himſelt boaſted to have diſpatched $000 at one time, he had from 


time to time maſſacred aboye 40000 Perſians,

the Moneth of March came news how that the Coſacs were again revolted, upot 


which Colonel Leventi Bogdonof was diſpatched by the Great Duke with a Band 
of 800 Men, to wit, 400 Ruſſian-Cavalrie and 400 Nagaran T artars, tomarchwF 
Zarit a, a City lying about 80 Dutch Miles above Aſftrachan , that being a Ciy 
which abutts upon the Frontiers of the Coſacks, and commands the paſlage ofthe 
River Don , or Tanais; which River nevertheleſs doth nor tall into the Wolgag 
as ſom have bin of opinion , and as moſt Maps do make it, for the Coſacks do come 
almoſt a days Journey with their Boats from the Dox tothe wWolga , which they bal 


lance with pieces of Timber, the better to endure the violence of the ſtream , fol 


they are but of oneentire piece, or Trunks of Trees hollowed out. Theſe people 
have the Ruſſian Speech and the ſame Religion. They have alſo their Aſyla, off 
Places of Refuge, granted them by the Great Duke , - whither they have recourleY 


when they have perpetrated any vitlanous Fact, or Enormity.

o # Law who was the only Perſon that rentairied alive: feigning himſelf in'ſuchextre- 
to ity to be a Cofac, for he was well acquaitited with their ſpeech and: manners. This 
| Aaa 2 young 
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Gentleman hearing that Lwas ſtill alive came to find me out in the Boat; ang 
ing this while were whole Boat-loads of Men-brought into the ftream , and throwy, 
intothe Water, being tied together {o thatthey could not help themſclvs with (win, 
= ing. In this poſture I lay my ſelf till Friday Zune 27, expeRting every moment 
 -- ny laſt Cataſtroph. That day they brought me into a'Tower, and tied me ſo hard, 
F that my_ blood. for want of a natural reflux began tororrupt within my Body. My 
Armo-were pinion'd, and my hands made faſt behind my Back: my feet allo werg 
To har# bound that I nevyer-expeRted to; baye the uſe of them again. Lying in this 
Poſture and moſt Jamentable {tate I ſpent my Time inlighing and groaning. The 
Chirurgeon of whom we have already ſpoke came to viſit me : I deſired them tg 
ſollicit for my Death, but they ever diflwaded me from it. Yerſtill I inſiſted very 
hard that they would make interceſſion for me tothe General that I might be diſpat- 
ched, giving them a ro reaſon for, that my-carneftneſs. Now.there was a Rule 
among the Coſacks , that if any came to interceed for a Captiy that he ſhould dy 
himſelf for him , 'which the Chirurgeon told me alſo, yet promiſed he would ad- 
venture himſelf tothe General, and for that time took his leave. 

THIS nightI was moſt barbarouſly uſed by the Coſacks, and Gogelats, a People 
of Ukrain io called. And in the mean time was moſt fearfu]ly yexed with Toads 
and: other yermin that continually ran oyer my Body and about my head in whole 
ſwarms. Howeyer I ſpent my time in prayer as. one condemned to dy and aſſured 

1 of a ſpeedy Death , of which (I may- truly declare) I was not in the leſt aftraid, 
only teared that they would hang me up by the Heels, or put me to ſome ſuch lingr- 
* * ingdeath, with which they continually threatned-me.. , 

ON Saturday the 28 of Zune came the aforeſaid Cairurgeon, and told me that 
the General had ſent for me: and being uantied I could hardly ſtand upright, yet 
made a ſhift to/hupple after him. Being came in tothe prefen ce of the General after 
a few idle impertinent Queſtions he aſked me bad me go home with the Chirurgeon, 
=. From Sunday to Thurſday I continued there in houſe with him, in which timel 
Fe + faw-much cruelty commited, ſome hanging up by the Feet, others with their Feet 
| and hands chopr off left in the open ſtreet to ſhift for themſelves , none daring (o 
much as put forth a fingerto help them. | 

ON Thurſday 7«ly 34 1 was again taken and carried to the Brink ofthe River 
where I expected to part with my Life. But the Coſacks told me, it I wouid pay the | 
100 Rubbles, which the Chirurgeon had promiſed them. on my behalf, I might 
go free: which the Chirurgeon, who againſt his will feigned himſelfto be a Coſach, 
was content to dilburſe for me, which afterwards I was obliged to repay upon de- 
mand, when able. | 

ON Sunday'I was ſent for by the General, who was thena Drinking at the Em- 
whe Cellar, but nothing of moment paſſcd at that time he: being drunk, and

I was affraid to diſpleaſe him, being (as I have elſewhere remembred) very outra-, 
 gious when drunk ;  wherefore I took occaſion to ſteal out of his preſence. 
ABOUT 'this'time happened many memorable paſſages, and crucl Examples 


- forced me to drink. off ſeveral Bowls of Brandy and Wine atter one anothcr, ſo that Þ 


ef Tyranny , which would proye t00 tedious torelate. Iihould want words to expres

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the moſt barbarous and inhuman Aas and Torments , which the Coſacks ſtudied 
Tho kill and torture the Inhabitants and Loyal Officers , who did not forthwith (ubmit 
themſelvs to their unreaſonableand unjuſt Wills. 

On the Wedneſday following was the Secretary Alexo Alexowits hung up up- 
on a Fleth-hook by the Ribbs, and ſuffered much defpightful uſage and For- 
nents before he died. The ſame was done toa Noble mans Son of Gilan. Alſo 
no Sons of the Vice-roy , Deputy , or Waywod were hung up by the heels, the 

Yone beinga very hopefull youth of about 16 years of Age, and the othera Child 
of abour 7 or 8 at the moſt. | | 

+ The Day following they were both fund alive, and the youngeſtat the in- 

erceſſion and Mediator of ſome of Radzins Minions was taken down, andſav- 

ed alivey but the cldeft was thrown down from the Top of the Tower , whilit 
fill alive, which was the Death his Father ſuffered. 

The fame day I had News how that Chriſtian Brand one of my Men was ſtil 

Siire, and was conſtrained to feign himſelfas Coſac. 
On the 20thof July the Coſac General Radzin departed with an infinte num- 
her of ſmall Shipping and ſeverall FThoufands of Men , drawing 2o Men out of. 
ach Company to ſerve for the Garriſon at Afrachan and left there 2 Governors 
wequal Command and Power, the one being a Coſac, andthe other a Ruſs. 
YON the 2 of Auguſt began a New Maſlacre continuing for ſeveral days to- 
ther , where takeing one day with another , were 150 Perſons killed , 'paring 
either fex nor Age. For which reaſon I began to hunt out for a Cave in the Eart 
there I' might ſave my ſelf in time of need, hearing ofnothing but a perpetual and 
naceſſant maſſacre; and a general Lamentation of Parents for their Children, Wid- 
tows and: Orphans for their Huſbands and Fathers, and that as well among thoſe 
who had: bin-1nſtrumental and moſt forward to let inthe Rebells, as others that op- 
foſed it; a juſt reward fortheir Treachery who had been aſliſtant in the Bloodſhed 
Wthoſe who: under GOD thould have protected them from ſuch diſmal Calamiries, 
F 4BOUT this time I diſpatched three Letter for 1ſpahan and had notice how that 
Chriftian Brands was fer free, It ſeems that he was taken for a Perſian, having a 
Jirown, {warthy complexion, and by ſuch means was ſpared in the maſſacre; be 
Silthe Durch were hewn down , or otherwiſe diſpatched, ſave onely L. Fabritine 

Son'in Law to Captain Rxdolph. 

"ABOUT the ſame time I had news by the Chirurgeon , how that .my Ships- 

wmpany that betook themlelys to flight with the Shallop were run aftrand on the 

emkel or Dageſtan Coalt, a Countrey butting out again(i the Caſpian Sea, 

*ON the 22 of Angſt was much Tyranny committed in the City, and. people 
Jfall ages maſſacred, The Chirurgeor after a long ſoliciting procured a Paſport 
w depart with a Servant to attend him, altho not without giving Security for his. 
Return. This gave me likewiſc opportunity to leave the place under pretextof being. 
kisServane. | 
"ON Munday in the afternoon being Aug. 25 weleft Aftrachan and imbarqued, 
our'ſelves aboard a Veſlel belonging toſome Barjan Merchants, who were allo pil- 

hged and roÞ hed of all they had, 
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ON Tufleday we came to Sea, failing cloſe by: the Coaſt and to the Southwyi, fu; b 
We alto ſaw 3 ſmall Veſſels, or Barks which indeavoured to keep Company yiy 
us. Havivg palled Settinabo Gora the Wind was'flat North, and about the Eveniy 
all was calm. 

T HE Day following one of the above mentioned Shipping hail'd us, and(a 
that they were bound for Terks and came from Aſtrachan being laden with Saly Jyei 
We kept them Company along the Coaſt near the-broken Land whichis all grom ſ 
over with huge tall Reeds: we had 11 and 12 Foot Water. Atnight one of hol Þ 
Veſlels ſtray'd about'a Cannon {hot from us:. and the next morning 2 Barks may 
up towards us and gave Fire, 'without'doing any Execution: But when they camg]#e 
near us the cowardly Banians fell upon their knees and begged their Lives, IneaqFV 
Boat were 9 Perſons and aboardof us were 46, ſome Perſians, Tartars and Bouchary Yhneni 
but moſt Baniars. Coming to board us they plundered all to our' very Proviſion I 
I had about 8 Rubbles in Moniey and my Seal-ring which had bin oncealreadyre- Ji 
deemed from the Coſaces, This Ring with the Money I gave to the ChirurgeongY 
but they threatning to puthimto the Torture when it came to his turn to be pillaged; I#1 
he confeſled all and delivered up the Money and Ring, beſides 4 double Duca nota 
of his own : -but found an opportunity to hide 52 Ducats more after an eſpecial F'HO 
manner about his Body, Jigs! 

WHEN the Coſacks had taken all and/pillaged us of what they could find, they Jiedeg;: 
held a certain fort of a Council among themſelvs what they ſhould do with us,” Ax fadthe 
laſt it was refolved after along debate, that we thould be ſaved alive but turned ofifori 
to Sea, with charge not to come anjghthe Coaſt any more, upon pain of being thramy NT 
over board if they came to take us again, { Jooltra 

UPON thisthey leftus, and gaveus opportunity to make uſe ot the Wind, whigy Jkt gre 
was Welterly, and about the Evening with a britk Gale, and a dark moon welgIWvod ' 
fail and bore up'to the Sea. | zKich t 

BUT after we had failed about 2 Leagues the Weather began co be ſomwhulſhe Chi 
boiftrous, fo that we were fain'to put in at a {mall Creek of an Iſland ; where wh 
lay at: Anchor-till Saturday following ; at what time the Weather growing motllf 
calm: and temperate we weighed and: bore up again to. the Coaſt, where we immefFf 
diatly defcried: 2 Barks that made upto us, andart laſt came cloſc by the board. The 
Cairurgeon and I had taken our laſt Farewel of cach other , expetting nothing man} 
than Death. In ſhort, they fell a plundering us, and I to paſs for a Banjan hal 
anointed my felt with Black tempered with/Greacc, andtied a Handhercheifabowl 
my Head. bat it was {o botchingly don that they found occaſion to aſk the Chic 
rurgeon, what for a Black Devil thar I was? In the meanwhile they ſearched ven 
cloſe for Bread and Proviſion which I fecing pointed to my mouth, whercipa@ſ 
they were ſo-merciful as to return mea part of the/Provifion back again., T wo Df 
geftan Merchants were thrown over board-and the Chirurgeon who paſſed for) 
Pole was moſt ſeverely beat. They threatned that if they met us again near the Cat 
that we ſhould have no Mercy attheir hands. Meanwhile I had loſt my little Col 
paſs, ſo that we had no other help in direing our Courſe, than only the Sun 


North-ſtar. Towards the Eyening it beganito blow hard again. and-the Pyrats\y 
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ws; bearing up cloſe to the Coaſt. The Surgeon had again hid his Gold ina place 
phere they did not once make fearch for it. 
THE Wind continued hard till Thurſday following , blowing moſtly from 
North- W. and by N. and now changed again into W.N, W. which was good and 
4 Jhyourable for us; butthe Banians would in no wile give their conſent that we ſhould 
Fneigh Anchor, for that tiTey thought it roo high and boiſtrous, 
BUT on Saturday the Wind continuing ſtill in the ſame point , we weighed, 
Jad with a freſh Gale ſteered away South and by Weſt; and ſoon alter deſcrieda 
Shall Veſſel riding at Anchor, being one of thoſe that left Aftrachas with us: thoſe 
# hoard were Perſians and had the Juck to eſcape the Coſachs, keeping off at Sea. 
TVhen they ſaw who we were, they weighed and kept us company. Towards the 
{hrening the Wind blew North-Eaſt , and I found that we had failed too much 
{IVeſterly, I preſs'd hard that we ſhould alter our courſe, bur could not pre - 
gl with them to ſteer another way: fo that in the Morning we found our ſelves 
ble to-the Coaſt, and had the Wind at Eaſt and by N. With this ſort of Shipping 
$is very difficult to ſteer without 12 points of the Compaſs Wind to their ad-

HOWEVER we thopght good to keep cloſe to the Coaſt, but towards the Even- 
4 Iigitgrowing calm we rowed oft tothe Seawardand loſt the other Veſſel, Meanwhile 
Fibegan to be diſtreſſed for want of Proviſion, and fed of the crums of moldy Bread: 
Iadthe greatel} part of the Company had no more to cat. Butthe Banjans were beſt 
frided , and'imparted to us ſuch as they had. 
YNTERIM, the Wind came about Eaft, and E. and by S. {06 that we were 
Fanſtrained to drop Anchor , and fo to ride three days at half a fathom Warer. 
Jet growing calmer we ever now and then rowedalittle, But having ſpent all our 
w d were at a great loſs for Fewel to bake bread, of thar little quantity of Meal 
ſich the Barrians had left: and were fain ar laſt to cut up ſome parts of the Ship 
lk Chips , which ſtood us in very good ſtead. The Wind then continued Eaſterly 
wind we ſtcered as far Southerly as we could, till onthe roth; of Seprember towards 
Evening we came to a good place of Anchorage, near the Coaſt, of 5 Foot 
Jer, where teptaſhoar to ſeck up ſome Wood and Herbs, or whatelſe I thought 
Japhr be ſerviceable to us on our Voyage. . 
m4 ON Thurſday being the 1 1th. of Seprember we failed cloſe by the Coaſt which 
I kept in ſight till Saturday following, when as the Banians, a poor and helpleſs 
kople not able to endure ſuch hardſhip, prefſed very hard that we ſhould pur 
; ChifWoar , which out of meer pity we were willing to do, being all wetand very cold. 
m4 MEAN WHILE we were ſet upon by a party of Coſacks, who now the third time 
p@Fundered us : but the Chirurgeon not having time nor the conveniency to hide 
 Ducats as before, digged a hole and hid them in the: Sand, and threw down 
Muſquet about the ſame place fora token to find them again. 1 alſo being afrajd, 
and hid my ſelf among the Reeds ; bur they making a very narrow ſcrutiny 
und me out: and having by me a Pſalmbook found thar paflage or Title of a Pfalm, 
11 afere David is ſaid to have feigned himſelf mad before the P4ilitines to eſcape 
ars|aFem, I reſolved todo the like, by which means I eſcaped. When they had me 
14 P "=P R by they 
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they diſputed what Countreyman I was, and ſome of them ſaid 1 was a Dutchings. 
bur others ſaid I was a Georgian, and to my Happinels the latter {way'd it. Hoy 
ever (not without wounding and killing of ſome of our Company they let usgy, 
and themſelys departed from us ; which the Chirurgeon ſeeing wentand after much 
ſceking found his Gold. | 
ON the 20 of September it was very good Weather; we therefore madere 
to ſet ſail. About noon being under ſail weſaw about 30 Tartars on the Strand why 
called out to us that we ſhould come a{hoar : This unwelcom ſummons mainly a> 
ded to our fear; inſomuch that one of the Baniars ran aſhoar and fell down upon 
his Knees. The Boat was drawn aſhoar, and after they had conſulteda little togethe 
what they ſhould do with us they demanded Ranſom, which was agreed upon far 
3 Rubbles each Man. They were Circas and Nagayan T artars, and accepted of 
one ofthe Banians fora Pledge till the Ranſom was paid. We went about two Miles 
with them and left our Veſſel behind us. I had with me a little Coffer of Books which 
I carried along with me; 'and was fain to trudge afoot without either Shoes or Stoc- 
kings thro Thiſtles and Brambles, inſomuch that my Feet were all bliſtered and 
bloody, Towards the Evening we came in a Bay where their Shipping lay. Here 
I met with an Armenian whom I had formerly known at Aftrachan who treated me 
very kindly , as alſo my Companion the Chirurgeon : but we having in ſo 


before we had half ſatiſfed ourappetite for fear we ſhould ſurfeir our ſelves. + 


HERE we-tarried three Days, waiting for a good Wind to go for Tarks, but Þ 


that not falling out in this time are determined rather to gb by land than to ſtay there 
Wind-bound, it being not above a Days Journey, yet very perillous for the Tas 
tars who continually lay in wait for diſtrefled, and ſtranded Paſſengers, in thele 
unhappy Proceedings of the Coſacks, who made the Caſpian Sea very unſafets 
ſail. 


ON Tuſeday being the 30 of September weſet forward , and after a very tedious 


Days Travel thro Boggs and Marſhes we got to a Village inhabited by Vagna Þ 
Tartars :. where we took up our nights reſt in the Circas Quarter. Here we metyith F. 
a Friend ofthe Chirurgeons, whom we offered 8 Ducats to conduR usto Derben, | 


which he undertook to do. Here I {poke alſo with [van Turken Agent to hisIm- 
perial Majeſty, who was a Turk born, but a Ruſſian Proſelyte, and had a Brother 


at M:ſcou who was of the Reformed Religion and an.intimate Friend of mine, Thi 
ſaid Gentleman intreated me to ſtay longer at Terky, but I declined their kindofft Þ 


. Yet was fain to accept'of it for 2 Days having ſo charged and oycrloaden my ſtomadh 
with eating that I fell ſick upon it. 

ON the 6th, of Ofober we ſet forward for Derbent in company with the Baniats 
Now by the way you are to note that every day we ſuffered ſuch hunger, aMans 


ranſom was thrown into the water , which the ſuperſtitious Banians. hold tort F 


ſpecial a& of Piety and a Religious Injun&ion. By the way we met ſom Thouſandd 
Tartars, for whom we were not a liztle afraid, they being Nagayans and nottd

what {vere preſs'd upon to embrace Mahometaniſm with promiſe of doing my belt to 
-procure their Redemption. But my Squire the Courier, thought good to give 
# os the Bag, having already got his Money in hand, nor did I ever hear a word 
* from them, altho I gave them direions how to write to me at Derbent. Howe- 
yer when I arrived there I found Cornelius de Vries, who had been my Gunner; 
and one Peter Arentſz, of Sceveling, who gave me a perfc& account of the . 
.Ships- Company , how they were taken Slayes, and whither they were car- 
ned, © c. 
WE ſolicited by the Sultan of Derbent for the Redemption of our Men, 
who was pleaſed to diſpatch Letters on that behalf ro the Prince of the Calmuc- 
$ Tartars; but having ſent two Poſts, and all to no purpoſe or efte&, I went to 
- tender my thanks to the Sultan for his Civility and Indeayours ; to which he 
- Teply'd, © That he was ſorry he could not preyail with-the Tartars to anſwer 
* my.Delire, yet was willing to do us any kindneſs that lay in his power, if 
* we could imagine any mean whereby they might procure their Liberty, &c, 
$1 inſiſted further to have ſom Horſes for our uſe on the Journey which he grant- 
' ed; but there was none to be had in all the Town, the Caravan being but 
newly ſet forward for Scamachy.
